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Foreword 


N PRESENTING the second quinquennial survey of the Catholic hospital field to the 

members of the Catholic Hospital Association and to the general public, the authors are 

aware of many inadequacies and shortcomings. The work was undertaken at the request of 

the Executive Board of the Catholic Hospital Association which, after the first survey at 

the end of 1929, realizing the importance and value of such studies, voted that a work of re- 

view should be repeated at five-year intervals. It voted furthermore that each year a direc- 
tory of Catholic Hospitals should be published and that from the information gleaned in the course 
of the preparation of such a directory, an annual report should be prepared. It is plainly the inten- 
tion of the Executive Board of the Catholic Hospital Association of the United States and Canada 
to watch, as carefully as may be, the progress of our institutions. 

We feel that this second survey has peculiar significance particularly when its findings are 
studied with relation to a survey of 1929. It must be remembered that between these two dates the 
hospitals have passed through the most trying period of their history. Not only have we lived 
through the most stormy period of financial stress with its attendant unemployment and growing 
indigence, but the hospitals themselves have suffered indescribable losses, losses which cannot be 
evaluated in terms of financial deficits. Just as financially, adequate support is necessary for the 
maintenance of hospital standards no matter how large the assets of good will and devoted service 
which the institution enjoys, just so a loss of financial support, no matter how high the previous 
level of achievement and excellence, may result all too frequently in a deterioration of service and 
a loss of idealism even though the assets of good will and devotion on the part of the personnel be 
maintained and even augmented. Saddest of all seems to be the phenomenon that while increase 
of resources does not always result in a proportionate elevation of hospital standards, a loss of ex- 
isting financial support almost invariably results in retrenchments and curtailments which are felt 
sooner or later in the service rendered by the hospital and in the internal standards of excellence. 

If, in the face of all of these, a Catholic hospital has maintained itself steadfast and strong dur- 
ing this trying period, if despite the strains not a single Catholic hospital, to our knowledge, has 
been forced to close its doors, an explanation of the phenomenon must be given. The Catholic under- 
stands the explanation. The Sister working in the hospital understands it. If the Church by reason 
of Her Divine Founder’s prophesy that “The gates of hell shall not prevail against Her” moves 
steadily on through social revolutions and political upheavals, so too in a measure the Catholic 
hospital by reason of its dedication to the work of the Church shares, in a measure at least, in the 
guarantee of permanence. The Catholic hospital cannot content itself with financial assets, with 
good will and devotion. Another asset perhaps greater than all of these and more influential — 
faith and the confidence begotten of faith — must be thought of when estimating the results which 
are secured. 

Turning over the pages of this report we cannot but feel astonishment that in the statistics 
which we are presenting there is so little evidence of the effect of the depression. It is true we 
have not included in this present survey a study of the finances of our institutions. We expect to 
report upon a study of this kind in the April number of Hosprrat Procress. But after all, success 
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cannot be measured only in terms of balances. That a Catholic hospital has been successful even 
in the face of the depression, no reader of these pages will be able to deny. There are many new 
dangers, some subtle and insidious, others bold and challenging, which confront our institutions 
today. Some of these have already assumed the consistency of actual threats, others are still neb- 
ulous and unformed. Some can be recognized by the careful observer, others still require prophetic 
vision to evaluate, but, whatever these dangers may be, we should have greater confidence in fac- 
ing them, through the success brought about by the courage of the last five years. 

And so we submit this survey to the members of the Catholic Hospital Association first of all with 
a feeling of intense gratitude to Almighty God for the protection and favor accorded to our Cath- 
olic institutions during the years just past. We desire that this survey may be a monument not so 
much to the achievements of the Sisters as rather to the infinite goodness of a guiding Providence. 
We offer the survey to the members also as a testimonial of appreciation for the work and the suf- 
ferings of the past years. 

The Executive Board in permitting a publication of the survey does so with a feeling of con- 
gratulation to the Catholic hospitals of our two countries and it begs them to continue their 
efforts in the face of whatever difficulties may arise. Christ’s work is worth doing not only on 
Tabor but also on Olivet. Christ’s work is successful equally before the empty tomb of Easter and 
on the shattered rocks of Calvary. May we plead, finally, that whatever needs this survey may point

out be taken as a plea and a prayer to Christ for a continuance of His favor and benediction.

IN March, 1930, we presented in the pages of Hos- 
PITAL Procress the first survey of Catholic hospitals 
of the United States and Canada. Previous to that date 
a Directory of the Catholic Hospitals of the two coun- 
tries had been compiled in 1918 under the auspices of 
the Catholic Hospital Association. It was determined 
by the Catholic Hospital Association, as a result of the 
success of the 1930 study, to publish a quinquennial 
survey. The present study is the result of that resolu- 
tion. 
The Progress of the Annual Directory 
Since 1930 the Catholic Hospital Association has 

published each year an extensive directory of the Cath- 
olic hospitals of the two countries, adding each year to 
the features to which special attention was given. The 
first year presented a relatively simple form of a direc- 
tory giving essentially only such general information 
as the name and location of the hospital by city, town, 
and state, the population of the center in which it was 
located, the official recognition accorded to the insti- 
tution, the Sisterhood conducting it, the year of its 
establishment, the name of the Sister Superior and of 
the Superintendent of Nurses, the bed capacity, and 
whether or not the institution had attached to it a 
school of nursing. In the subsequent year the diocesan 
location of the hospital was added and some details 
were included concerning the activity of the hospital 


during the preceding annual period with special refer- 
ence to construction, organization, etc. 

In 1932 for the first time a differentiation was made 
between a hospital proper and an Allied Agency using 
as the criterion for this separation the institution’s 
own stated purpose — whether its chief purpose was 
the care of the sick or whether the care of the sick 
was incidental to some other form of social-welfare 
activity. In the same year, for the first time, there were 
included in the directory the hospitals in the Insular 
Possessions of the United States and a preliminary 
study was made of special departments within the hos- 
pitals. 

In 1933 essentially the same plan was carried out as 
was used in 1932 but such information as could be 
ascertained concerning the chief of staff and the hos- 
pital personnel, as well as a more detailed study of 
hospital departments was added to the directory. In 
the present year the hospital directory which forms the 
basis of this survey contains the same features as those 
upon which the last directory reported. In addition, 
however, data are supplied concerning the relation be- 
tween schools of medicine and the Catholic hospitals 
and the area which the hospital serves is further de- 
fined by the inclusion of the name of the county as 
part of the hospital’s address. 

The Hospital and the Depression 

It is unnecessary to point out in great detail the im- 
portance of the present study. Since the first survey 
was made five years ago the hospitals have passed 
through the most trying period in their existence. 
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Coincidentally they have been called upon to render an 
enormous volume of unremunerated service while their 
revenue was reduced to a degree which may be very 
easily estimated as being between one fourth and one 
half of that which they enjoyed at the period of their 
greatest prosperity. If it is remembered that the period 
of the hospital’s greatest financial affluence was the 
period of the hospital’s greatest physical development 
and that most of the expansions were planned with no 
thought whatsoever of a possible change in the ready 
flow of revenue into the institution, the plight of the 
hospital when these sources of revenue dwindled and 
when, at the same time, the institution was called upon 
to render greater charity service than perhaps any 
time in its entire history. 

We are still too close to all of these historical facts 
to view them in their proper perspective and to esti- 
mate the real effect of the depression upon the activi- 
ties, the internal excellence and the influence of the 
hospital. It is hoped, however, that the present study 
may supply significant data to the hospital historian 
of the future when he looks back upon the period of 
darkness through which we have just passed. Even at 
the end of the present study an attempt will be made 
to segregate a number of factors which tended to 
maintain the hospital at relatively greater stability 
than other welfare institutions. It will probably be 
apparent in the future that even despite the depression 
the hospital continued to function more effectively and 
uninterruptedly for public welfare in this particular 
sphere than did other welfare agencies in their partic- 
ular activities. 
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Sources of Information 

The sources of information for the present study are 
primarily the annual questionnaire studies made by 
the Catholic Hospital Association of the Catholic hos- 
pital field in our two countries. These have become 
progressively more detailed and valuable. The Catholic 
hospitals have appreciated their importance as sources 
of authoritative information and have codéperated 
accordingly. There were also used as sources of infor- 
mation in the present study occasional special studies 
numbering about fifteen which have been made in the 
course of the last five years and in which the Catholic 
hospitals always codperated. Finally, a generous re- 
sponse was also obtained from the institutions listed 
as Allied Agencies, the officials of which gladly fur- 
nished the data requested of them in the annual infor- 
mation requests and in answer to occasional special 
inquiries. 

General directories of various kinds were frequently 
used to supply background information, such as the 
Official Catholic Directory, the Hospital Number of 
the Journal of the American Medical Association, the 
Standardization Report of the American College of 
Surgeons, the Canadian Hospital Directory of the 
Canadian Medical Association, American and Canadian 
Hospitals published by Midwest Publishing Company, 
and special Bulletins of many organizations dealing 
with medical activities. The authors of this paper 
gratefully acknowledge their indebtedness to the edi- 
tors and publishers of these various directories and 
publications.

1. The Number of Catholic Hospitals 

THE number of Catholic hospitals in the United 
States at the beginning of the year 1934 is 649. This 
total compared with the total at the beginning of 1930, 
namely 641, is much more significant than is at first 
sight apparent. The gain represents a net increase of 
8 hospitals. A more close examination of the figures, 
however, reveals the fact that while a total of 36 hos- 
pitals have been transferred from the directory list 
presented in 1930 to a Directory Division of Allied 
Agencies, an actual increase of 44 institutions indi- 
cated in Table I was added to our present list. Prob- 
ably it can be concluded from this that as many as 44 
new Catholic hospitals were opened during the last 
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half decade. These 44 institutions represent a number 
of institutions previously not known to be hospitals; 
others which after having been administered under lay 
control were during the last five years transferred to 
the control and ownership of Sisters. At any rate, it is 
significant that despite the period of the depression, a 
net increase in the total of 8 institutions has taken 
place and a real increase of 44 institutions under Cath- 
olic control has taken place. The place of the Catholic 
hospital among the hospitals of the country may be 
readily defined.

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According to statistics supplied by the Journal of 
the American Medical Association (Vol. 100, Number 
12, p. 887, March 25, 1933) the total number of regis- 
tered hospitals of all kinds in the United States is 
6,562. The total of non-government institutions was 
4,758 and the total of hospitals under church con- 
trol was 1,001. The Catholic hospitals, accordingly, 
represent 9.8 per cent of the entire hospital field in 
this country; 13.6 per cent of the privately owned 
hospitals and 64.8 per cent of the hospitals under 
church control. These various percentages, as com- 
pared with those of five years ago, represent in all 
cases a noteworthy proportional increase. The Cath- 
olic hospital field now is one half of one per cent 
greater than it was five years ago as compared with 
all hospitals. It is nine tenths of one per cent greater 
in the private hospital field and it is 4.1 per cent 
greater among the church-controlled hospitals. In 
Table VII these data are summarized. 

By way of summarizing these facts in readily re- 
membered terms, the Catholic hospitals represent one 
tenth approximately of the entire hospital field. Al- 
most one seventh of the non-government hospital 
group and more than three fifths of the church-con- 
trolled hospital group. In these totals, it must be re- 
membered, we are considering only the number of in- 
stitutions without reference to size, types of service, 
and other qualifications which might readily modify 
this definition of, “a hospital.” 

It may be questioned by some whether the list of 
registered hospitals of the American Medical Associa- 
tion is to be considered an official list of all hospitals. 
It is true that about 500 hospitals are known to exist 
which are not registered with the American Medical 
Association. Of this number, 34 are Catholic institu- 
tions. In our totals these 34 institutions have been in- 
cluded. The change in relative percentages would be 
scarcely appreciable and since this was the basis of 
our calculation five years ago, we have here adhered 
to the same procedure. It might be pointed out in this 
connection that during the last few years approxi- 
mately 400 hospitals have been closed chiefly, it is 
alleged by competent students, as the result of the 
financial strain. As far as can be ascertained none of 
the Catholic hospitals has thus far been forced to close 
its doors. 

A word should here be said concerning the number 
of Catholic hospitals in the Insular Possessions. Of 
the total of 16 hospitals in Alaska, 5 are Catholic; of 
the 10 hospitals in the Canal Zone, none are Catholic ; 
of the 45 hospitals in Hawaii, only one is Catholic; of 
the 92 hospitals in the Philippine Islands, 8 are Cath- 
olic and of the 39 hospitals in Porto Rico, 10 are Cath- 
olic. There is no Catholic hospital in the Virgin 
Islands. 

2. Number of Beds 


Statistics can hardly be considered as reliable this 
year as at other times. The reason for this statement 
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is the fact that many of the hospitals have found it 
necessary to close parts of their institutions and in re- 
porting their own capacities, have in some cases taken 
the reductions in bed capacity into consideration while 
in other cases the full capacity is quoted. Another 
difficulty arises from an improvement in the accuracy 
of our totals. In our last general survey, the question- 
naire study did not provide adequately for a separa- 
tion of statistics on beds and on bassinets. During the 
last few years this separation has been carefully borne 
in mind so that at the present time our totals for 
bassinets may be deemed much more reliable than 
those given in the last survey. 

The combined total of beds and bassinets in the 649 
Catholic hospitals in Continental United States is 98,- 
961. This represents an increase of 3,073 or 3.1 per 
cent over the combined total of beds and bassinets re- 
ported for 1930. It is significant furthermore that if 
this year’s total is compared with the total for 1918, 
the bed capacity of our Catholic hospitals has in- 
creased by 65 per cent shown in Table II.

The percentage increase represents largely an in- 
crease in the number of bassinets. In 1934 there are re- 
ported in the hospitals included in our directory 11,- 
349 bassinets whereas in 1930, 9,085 were so reported. 
This represents an increase of 24.9 per cent. In the 
Catholic hospitals in the Insular Possessions, only 88 
bassinets are reported. The number of beds which this 
year total 87,612, has been increased during five years 
be only nine tenths of one per cent. The number of 
bassinets in Catholic hospitals represents 21.6 per cent 
of all bassinets, 25.4 per cent of the bassinets reported 
in non-government-owned institutions and 76 per cent 
of the bassinets in the church-controlled institutions. 
The number of beds in our Catholic institutions repre- 
sents 8.5 per cent of all hospital beds in the United 
States; 26.2 per cent of the non-government-owned 
beds and 74.5 per cent of the church-controlled beds. 
These percentages all represent relative decreases when 
our figures for the present year are compared with 
those for 1930. At the present time, we have lost 1.1 
per cent in our relative standing with relation to all 
hospital beds ; two tenths of one per cent with relation 
to the privately owned beds and three tenths of one per 
cent with relation to the church-controlled beds. The 
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explanation of this condition is perfectly obvious. 
There has been an increase of 111,933 beds in the 
government-controlled group and an increase of 9,487 
beds in the privately owned institutions; while in the 
Catholic institutions there has been an increase of only 
809 beds. Tables III and VII present these data.

This situation invites speculation with reference to 
its possible significance. It would seem to mean that 
for the present at least Catholic hospital development 
with reference to capacity is at a relative standstill. 
Attention, however, should be definiteiy directed also 
to the fact that the government institutions are 
occupying a progressively larger fraction of the hos- 
pital field. These institutions have increased their 
capacities by 19 per cent during the period under re- 
view. To what extent this increase is directly or in- 
directly attributable to the increased demand for beds 
for the care of the indigent and to what extent, to the 
need for those specialized facilities for the care of 
certain chronic patients such as the tuberculous, the 
nervous and mental, and the isolated patients, it is as 
yet too early to say definitely. It is clear, however, 
that the Federal Government’s policy with reference to 
hospitalization of war veterans has not been without 
its bearing upon the significance of these statistics. 

The significance of the relative loss, slight though it 
be, in the number of beds in Catholic institutions with- 
in the church-controlled group of hospitals also calls 
for an interpretation. It is clear, however, that the 
Catholic group has not increased its bed capacity to 
the same extent that other church-controlled institu- 
tions have increased them. It is probable that with the 
threatened financial stresses five years ago and their 
final development during the last few years, conserva- 
tism in expansion has probably made itself promi- 
nently felt in the Catholic group. 


3. Average Sizes 

The average size of the Catholic hospital today is 
152.9 beds and bassinets. This represents an increase 
of 3 per hospital when the comparison is made with 
the average size in 1930. Some idea of the significance 
of this figure may be gained from a comparison of bed 
capacities in other classes of hospitals. The average 
size of all hospitals in the United States is 162.5 beds; 
of the non-government hospitals, it is 79.7 beds; of the

federal hospitals, it is 247.3 beds; of the state hos- 
pitals, it is 781.0 beds; of the city and county hos- 
pitals, it is 180.5 beds and finally of the church-con- 
trolled group, it is 183.5 beds. These averages also 
when compared with those for 1930 are not without 
significance. The average bed capacity of all hospitals 
five years ago was only 137.1 beds. This marks an in- 
crease, therefore in average bed capacity of about 20 
per cent, in the face of the fact that the total number 
of hospitals has been decreased. Despite the decrease 
in the number of institutions, the number of beds has 
actually increased. We seem to see here another indi- 
cation of a phenomenon witnessed very commonly in 
periods of readjustment. Overcompensation frequently 
takes place in an effort at reaching a new level. 

The distribution of Catholic hospitals into the vari- 
ous size groups presents some interesting compar- 
isons. Two questions in this connection should be 
treated separately : first, the number and percentage of 
institutions falling within the various size groups; 
secondly, the number and percentage of beds falling 
within the various size groups of hospitals. A com- 
parison of the number of institutions in the various 
size groups for the years 1930 and 1934 are presented 
in Table VII. 


4. Frequency Distribution of Bed Capacities 

Confining our attention to the first section of this 
table in which the number and percentage of the in- 
stitutions falling within the various size groups are 
given, it will be noted that fully 47.5 per cent of the 
Catholic hospitals are smaller than 50 beds; 27.4 per 
cent of the institutions are between 100 and 200 beds 
in size; 13.7 per cent are between 200 and 300 beds in 
size and 5 per cent of them are larger than 300 beds. 
When this table is compared with the table for the 
year 1930, a noteworthy shift in the percentage of in- 
stitutions in the various size groups becomes immedi- 
ately apparent. Whereas at the previous date only 
41.5 of the institutions were less than 100 beds in size, 
the percentage has now risen to 47.5 per cent. In the 
200-300 class there has been a loss of 4.6 per cent, 
namely a drop from 32 per cent to 27.4 per cent. An 
almost equal loss may be found in the group between 
200 and 300 hospitals, namely a drop from 16.1 per 
cent to 13.7 per cent and a very much smaller loss 
occurred in the percentage of hospitals above 300 beds. 

Five years ago we called attention to the relative 
lack in the number of small hospitals in the Catholic 
hospital group. We have commented upon the impor- 
tance of the hospital to the rural communities. 
Apparently the matter seems to have progressed to- 
ward a satisfactory solution. At any rate the small 
hospital has increased in relative importance in the 
whole hospital field. This fact may in all likelihood be 
definitely correlated with the general policies toward 
size reduction which has been so noteworthy during 
this period of the hospital’s greatest need.

Table IV presents the data for a special study upon 
the number of beds which may be found in the insti- 
tutions contained in the various size groups. In almost 
one half of the hospitals, there may be found only one 
fourth of the total bed capacity. This may definitely 
seem to again indicate that the small hospital is com- 
ing into its own. The peak number in the various size 
groups may be found in the hospitals having bed 
capacities between 150 and 250. In the various size 
groups between the 150- and 300-bed hospitals in 
which groups there are contained a total of one fourth 
of the hospitals, there may be found 41.5 per cent of 
the total hospital beds. In the groups above 300 beds 
in which groups there are only 5 per cent of the hos- 
pitals, there may be found one sixth or 15.4 per cent 
of the beds. 


5. Year of Establishment 
For the sake of survey we are giving a brief dis- 
cussion of a question considered one of great interest ; 
namely, the year of establishment of the Catholic hos- 
pitals. The first complete study concerning this ques- 
tion was made five years ago. A careful recheck of the 
data has revealed relatively no important differences

from those findings of the previous study. 

In Table V, summaries of this special study have 
been made and an inspection of the table shows that 
between the years of 1880 and 1910 no fewer than one 
half of the Catholic hospitals of the United States 
were founded, the actual percentage being 49.2 per 
cent, and in this number of hospitals the number of 
beds represent 48.3 per cent of the total now found in 
the entire Catholic field. Attention must be called to 
the fact that this year for the first time we have 
attempted to keep separate the statistics for the beds 
and the bassinets. This arrangement, while it may 
occasion some little confusion in the present study as 
to how it compares to previous ones, will, nevertheless, 
establish a new base line for succeeding studies as it 
is very doubtful whether bassinets and beds will ever 
again be grouped in hospital statistics pertaining to 
capacity. 

The Catholic Hospital Association was established 
in 1915. It came into being therefore at the culmina- 
tion point of the growth curve in the number of Cath- 
olic hospitals. Since that time while the growth in

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numbers has retarded, it is still very significant since it 
represents an annual average increase of somewhat 
more than 7 hospitals per year. While the number of 
Catholic hospitals has increased by 22 per cent since 
the establishment of the Catholic Hospital Associa- 
tion, the increase in the number of beds in those insti- 
tutions represent only 14.2 per cent of the total num- 
ber of beds now available in Catholic institutions. It 
seems fairly evident that a trend has been rather 
definite toward the smaller hospitals. We shall see in 
the next section whether this trend may be fairly in- 
terpreted as a progressive urbanization of our Catholic 
institutions or whether it should not be interpreted 
as an effort on the part of our Sisterhoods to serve the 
interest of the smaller communities. 


6. Number of Hospitals With Reference to Size 
and Population 

We are presenting here for the first time a tabula- 
tion (Table VI) which shows the distribution of Cath- 
olic hospitals in towns of various sizes. Extensive 
statistics on this point have long been desired. Even 
at the present time we are not fully prepared to tell 
the importance of the table before us as much more 
work will have to be done to valuate the influence 
which the Catholic hospitals exercise in towns of va- 
rious sizes. It is clear that a small hospital in a rural 
community is confronted with problems quite differ- 
ent from those of the hospital situated in the con- 
gested district of a metropolitan city. Even bearing 
such facts as these in mind we present this table in the 
hope that it may help to answer a large number of 
important questions. Perhaps too, the table will in- 
dicate some definite trend. In the first cotumn of the 
table the limit of the population group in the various 
towns embraced in this study is given. This column is 
followed immediately by a column in which is given the 
numbers of towns in the various population groups. 
This is followed by another column in which the per- 
centage of each group of the total towns or cities in 
the various population limits is given. The number and 
percentage of hospitals is given in columns four and 
five; the number and percentage of hospital beds, in 
columns six and seven; the number and percentage 
of bassinets, in columns eight and nine. 

The total number of population centers in which our 
hospitals are located is 506. The largest number of 
population centers in which a Catholic hospital is 
located is in the towns and cities numbering 10,000 to 
20,000 people, there being 88 or 17.3 per cent of such 
communities. Fifty-two cities of 20,000 to 30,000 
population or 10.2 per cent of our population centers 
lie within the population limits of 20,000 to 30,000. 
Of 506 centers in which the Catholic hospitals are 
centered, 294 or 58 per cent are cities or towns with 
population less than 30,000 and in these centers 
no fewer than 301 hospitals or 47.1 per cent are 
located. In these institutions however, only 28.3 per 
cent of the total beds and 28.2 per cent of the total 
number of bassinets are found. In the 6 population 
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centers having a population in excess of 1,000,000, 45 
of our Catholic hospitals, or 6.9 per cent are located. 
In these institutions there is a total of 9,319 or 11.5 
per cent of our total beds and 15.1 per cent of the 
total number of bassinets. In the 156 population cen- 
ters or 30.8 per cent numbering between 30,000 and 
150,000 there are located no fewer than 189 or 29.3 
per cent of our hospitals, in which institution there is 
found a total of 26,907 or 32.8 per cent beds. In these 
statistics the same trend seems discoverable which has 
already been pointed out in the previous section. It 
seems evident that since one half of the centers to 
which institutions have directed their services are 
locations of less than 30,000 population. A very defi- 
nite effort seems to have been made by the Sisterhoods 
to seek location where service is definitely required. 
7. Summary 

The facts presented in the foregoing sections and 
the accompanying tables are briefly summarized with 
TABLE VII.

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reference to their relations to the general hospital field 
in Table VII. The table moreover presents compara- 
tive figures for the data of our last survey in 1930 
describing the conditions of the hospitals at the end of 
1929, and the present survey at the end of the year 
1933. 

An inspection of the table will reveal that while at 
the end of 1929 the Catholic hospitals represented 9.4 
per cent of the entire hospital field they now represent 
9.8 per cent; that while in 1929 they represented 12.7 
per cent of the non-government hospitals, at the end of 
1933 they represented 13.6 per cent; and finally that 
while at the date of the previous study the Catholic 
hospitals numbered 9.4 per cent today they number 
9.8 per cent. It is obvious that there has been a marked 
decrease of 290 hospitals in the total number of hos- 
pitals in the country. The number of Catholic hos- 
pitals, however, has increased slightly by 8 institutions. 
The most marked decrease in the various classifica- 
tions of hospitals is in the non-government-hospital 
group in which we find a decrease of 281 institutions. 
The church-controlled institutions decreased by 55 
during the last five years. 

The total number of hospital beds in the United 
States now numbers 1,014,354. Of this number slightly 
more than three fifths are to be found in government 
institutions. Of the remaining two fifths a total of 
117,555 beds are in the church-controlled group and 
of this number again 87,612 are in our Catholic insti- 
tutions. This number marks an increase in the total 
number of beds in the Catholic institutions of about 
1,800. The same data presented in percentages gives us 
a better appreciation of the general situation. Despite 
the fact that the number of hospital beds in Catholic 
institutions has increased the percentage represented 
by our beds to the total number of beds has actually 
decreased. A slight percentage decrease is also to be 
noted when the number of our hospitals is compared 
with the total number of beds in the non-government 
institutions, and a similar slight percentage decrease 
must be pointed out when the total number of beds 
in Catholic institutions is compared with the number 
of beds in the church-controlled group. 

In the number of bassinets similar facts might be 
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developed from an inspection of Table VII. While the 
number of bassinets has increased by 3,100 a some- 
what larger increase, one of more than 5,000 may be 
found in the church-controlled hospital group. The per- 
centage of the total number of bassinets represented 
by the Catholic institutions is 9.2. Apparently the 
number of bassinets is keeping fairly in step -with the 
number of beds. The total number of hospital bassi- 
nets represents a percentage average with reference to 
the total number of beds in the church-controlled group 
and in the non-government group entirely in line with 
the percentages for the total number of beds. In other 
words, the Catholic institutions have developed facili- 
ties for child caring which are entirely parallel to the 
bed capacities. The average bed capacity of the hos- 
pital is also a matter of very considerable importance. 
An inspection of Table VII will again reveal some 
significant data. The average bed capacity of the Cath- 
olic hospital has increased in the past five years from 
one of 149.9 to one of 152.9. While this increase is 
gratifying it is not as large as the increase in the aver- 
age size of the institutions in the church-controlled 
group nor as large as the increase in the average size 
of any of the other groups. Forty-seven and five tenths 
per cent of the Catholic hospitals are smaller than 50 
beds in capacity as may be seen from an inspection 
of Table IV. 

From the foregoing, it is evident that since the 
establishment of the Catholic Hospital Association 
only 22 per cent of the present number of Catholic 
hospitals was founded. The period of greatest hospital 
development in the Catholic field seems to have been 
between the years 1880 and 1910 during which period 
one half of the Catholic hospitals in this country were 
founded. 

Of the 506 population centers in which Catholic hos- 
pitals have been established, it has been found that 
294 or 58 per cent of these cities and towns, with a 
population of less than 30,000, have at their disposal 
301 Catholic hospitals or 47.1 per cent of the Catholic 
hospital field. The same trend referred to in the para- 
graph above seems to be apparent in this phase of the 
Association’s study.

1. The Number of Catholic Hospitals 
THE more intimate relations which have been main- 
tained during the last five years and particularly 
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during the last three years between the Provincial Con- 
ferences in Canada and the central office of the Cath- 
olic Hospital Association have made it possible to pre- 
sent more accurate and reliable statistics concerning 
the Catholic hospitals of Canada this year than per- 
haps at any previous period of the Association’s activ- 
ities. The organization of the Provincial Conferences 
in Canada has brought to the notice of the Catholic 
Hospital Association a number of institutions which 
previous to the present could not be listed as Cath- 
clic hospitals. Moreover, the degree of codperation 
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with the central office which has been extended by 
our member institutions has made it possible to pre- 
sent a better and more comprehensive picture of to- 
day’s situation. At the date of our previous survey it 
was stated that only 15.1 per cent of all of the hos- 
pitals in Canada, 134 among the 886 total hospitals, 
were institutions conducted by the Catholic Sister- 
hoods. Today the Directory of Hospitals in Canada 
prepared in codperation with the Canadian Hospital 
Council shows that there are 893 hospitals in Canada 
and of this number it has been ascertained that 163, or 
18.2 per cent may be properly designated as Catholic 
hospitals. While there has been an increase of 7 insti- 
tutions among all the hospitals we have listed an addi- 
tional 29 and our percentage has, therefore, increased 
by 3.1 per cent. 

Among the 893 hospitals of Canada 206 are con- 
trolled by Religious Organizations. This number also 
is more trustworthy than the number previously 
quoted in these studies. In 1929 we found that 74.3 
per cent of the church-controlled hospitals were con- 
ducted under Catholic auspices. At the present time 
this percentage figure should be raised to 79 since 163 
hospitals, as already said, of the 206 church-controlled 
are classified as Catholic institutions. In Tables VIII 
and XIV these data are tabulated.

2. Bed Capacities 
The total number of hospital beds inclusive of bassi- 


nets in Canada is officially quoted as being, at the 
present time, 87,743. Of this number 29,220 are beds 
in institutions controlled by Religious Organizations 
and of this number, in turn, 26,704 are to be found in 
Catholic hospitals. Tables IX and XIV summarize 
these relationships. Relatively speaking, therefore, 30.4 
per cent of all hospital beds in Canada are in Catholic 
institutions and 91.4 per cent of the beds in institu- 
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tions controlled by Religious Organizations. It should 
be noted that these percentages include the number of 
bassinets. If the bassinets were excluded the total num- 
ber of beds in Catholic institutions numbers 25,198 
which figure represents 28.5 per cent of the beds in all 
hospitals and 86.2 per cent of the beds controlled by 
Religious Organizations. 

A few further words might here be said concerning 
the comparative statistics given at the end of 1929 
and those at the end of 1933. The total number of 
Catholic hospitals in Canada at the end of 1918 was 
quoted as being 101. We have already said that at the 
end of 1929 it was 134 and at the end of 1933 it was 
163. This marks an increase of 62 hospitals since 1918 
or a percentage of increase of 61.3 per cent if the num- 
ber in 1918 is used as basic. The increase between 1930 
and 1934 on the other hand represents one of 21.6 per 
cent. Similar comparative figures with respect to the

number of beds and bassinets show in Table X that 
there has been an increase of 17.6 per cent in the num- 
ber of beds during the five-year period which has 
elapsed during our last survey, and an increase of 24.2 
per cent in the number of bassinets, the increases be- 
ing in actual figures 3,783 beds and 294 bassinets. 

Separate statistics were not available in 1918 con- 
cerning the number of beds and bassinets, the com- 
bined total at that date being 10,999. Since at the 
present time this total amounts to 26,704 it is obvious 
that using the total for 1918 as a basis of comparison 
the increase of beds and bassinets combined in the 
Catholic hospitals is one of 142.8 per cent, a truly 
phenomenal increase for the relatively short period of 
fifteen years. It seems clear that while the rate of 
growth of the Catholic hospital in the United States 
has been retarded during the last five years no such 
retardation is as yet discoverable in the rate of growth 
in the number of Catholic institutions and probably 
also in the number of beds and bassinets in Canada. In 
the interest of strict accuracy it must be stated that it 
is not clear as yet whether these increases, striking as 
they are, represent a real development or whether our 
recognition of the conditions are due merely to more 
readily accessible data. 

There are still 35 Catholic hospitals in Canada for 
which we have not been able to ascertain the date of 
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establishment; twelve institutions, however, have 
quoted the period of their foundation as being within 
the five-year period here under consideration. 
3. Average Sizes 
The average size of all hospitals in Canada is 98.2 
beds; the average size of the church-controlled hos- 
pitals is 142.4 beds and the average size of the Cath- 
olic hospital is 163.7 beds, in each case inclusive of 
bassinets. For the Catholic hospitals we can state more 
specifically that the average number of beds in each 
institution is 154.5 and the average number of bassi- 
nets is 9.2. The average Catholic hospital, therefore, 
has a bed capacity 47 per cent larger than the average 
hospital in Canada and a bed capacity 13 per cent 
larger than the average church-controlled institution. 
Table XIV indicates these averages. 


4. Frequency Distribution of Bed Capacities 

We have attempted to study the distribution among 
the various size limits of both the hospitals and the 
bed capacities of these hospitals. Table XI presents

these data. In the first column the group limits are 
given at intervals of 25 below 200, and of 50 between 
200 and 500, and of 100 above 500. In columns two 
and three we give the number and percentage of dis- 
tribution of hospitals within these various class limits 
and in columns four and five the number and percent- 
age distribution of the beds. The greatest number of 
hospitals among the various group limits falls within 
the classification 26 to 50 beds, there being 37 institu- 
tions or 22.6 per cent within this group limit. Twenty- 
four institutions, or 14.7 per cent fall within the class 
limit 76 to 100 and an equal number in percentage 
within the classification of 25 or less. These figures 
given in this table may probably be considered as very 
reliable since for only 8 institutions, or 4.8 per cent, 
were our data found to be deficient. A further analysis 
of Table XI shows that only 70 per cent of the Cath- 
colic hospitals have bed capacities smaller than 125, 
while only 6.6 per cent of the hospitals, namely 7 in- 
stitutions, have bed capacities in excess of 400 beds. 
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The number of beds within the various class limits 
shown in this table also suggests some very interest- 
ing relations. In five institutions with bed capacities 
of 600 or over there may be found 8,143 beds, 32.5 per 
cent of the total number of beds under Catholic con- 
trol. In institutions having bed capacities between 76 
and 100 there are 2,189 beds or 8.8 per cent of the 
total. If the number of beds in institutions with bed 
capacities smaller than 125 is ascertained it will be 
found that while these institutions represent 70.3 per 
cent of the total number of Catholic hospitals they 
contain only 27.6 per cent of the total number of beds 
in these institutions. Brief reference might here be 
made to a similar tabulation for the year 1929. The 
comparison shows that in the class of hospitals having 
between 50 and 150 beds there has been an increase of 
7 institutions and an increase of 2 institutions in the 
classification 500 to 600 beds. It should be noted that 
in this entire section on bed capacities and their dis- 
tribution, we are dealing with beds only exclusive of 
bassinets. 


5. Year of Establishment 

Since our last survey five years ago we have been 
able to ascertain more accurate data on the year of 
establishment of a number of our institutions among 
the 76 for which details were lacking at that time. 
There still remain 35, or 21.3 per cent, of the institu- 
tions for which our information is defective. The fact 
that we have been able to secure reliable data on an 
additional number of Catholic institutions has effected 
a pronounced shift in the graph presented at the time 
of our previous study, showing by decades the year of 
establishment of the Canadian Catholic hospitals.

Table XII summarizes our findings to date. This 
table shows not only the year of establishment by dec- 
ades of 128 hospitals but also the number of beds and 
bassinets which may be found today in those hospitals. 
The period of greatest development in the Canadian 
hospital history, insofar as this can be shown by the 
establishment of a number of institutions, was in the 
two decades 1910 to 1930. During this period 52 hos- 
pitals were founded, 31.6 per cent of the total hos-

pitals now extant. During the two decades 1880 to 
1899, 32 hospitals or 19.5 per cent of the total now 
extant were founded. The two hospitals still extant in 
Canada which were founded in the seventeenth cen- 
tury, namely the Hotel Dieu du Precieux Sang de 
Quebec in 1637 and Hotel Dieu St. Joseph, Montreal, 
in 1642, are unique in age since as far as our records 
show none of the hospitals now extant except these 
two have been founded prior to 1840. A third institu- 
tion, the General Hospital of Quebec, established in 
1693, is now listed in the Allied Agency Division of 
this Directory. Special mention will be made in Part 
IIIB concerning this hospital. 

An interesting comparison is here suggested between 
the history of the Canadian Catholic hospital and the 
Catholic hospital in the United States. In the States 
the history of the Catholic hospital as it exists today 
practically begins with the year 1810 since from that 
date onward each decade there have been significant 
additions to the total number of our institutions. In 
Canada, however, the Catholic hospital has a much 
older history by two centuries but during the 
eighteenth century and the nineteenth century to 
1840 a gap occurred. This period must be replete with 
extremely interesting and significant historical data 
concerning Catholic institutions. It is certainly to be 
hoped that those who are best versed in Canadian 
Catholic history may find the problems here suggested 
sufficiently interesting to give us a much-needed his- 
tory of this century and a half. 


6. Distribution of Catholic Hospitals With Refer- 
ence to the Size of Population Centers 


For the first time it has become possible to pre- 
sent here data of a preliminary character, it must be 
confessed, but sufficiently accurate, we hope, concern- 
ing the distribution of the Catholic hospitals in Canada 
with reference to the size of the population centers in 
which they are located. Table XIII summarizes our 
findings. In the first column on the left we give the 
class limits of population; in columns two and three 
the number and percentages of population centers in 


which a Catholic hospital is located, which fall within 
the stated class limits; in columns four and five the 
number and percentage of institutions located in cen- 
ters having the stated population and finally in 
columns six, seven, eight, and nine are given the num- 
ber and percentage of beds and the number and per- 
centage of bassinets in the institutions here grouped 
in the various classes. It will be noted that the popu- 
lation of 19 centers in which Catholic hospitals are 
located has not been ascertained. In these centers 30 
hospitals are located. This limitation should be borne 
in mind in interpreting the table. 

It will be seen that 35 towns representing 27.1 per 
cent of the number of population centers, which have 
a Catholic hospital, have populations of 2,500 or less 
and that in these 35 towns there are located 35 Cath- 
olic hospitals (21.3 per cent of the hospitals here 
studied). In all likelihood, these are all one-hospital 
centers. In these 35 institutions there are 1,822 beds, 
7.9 per cent of the total number of beds in all the 
Catholic hospitals and 174 bassinets, or 11.2 per cent 
of the total number of bassinets in all Canadian Cath- 
olic hospitals. Sixty-two, or 47.9 per cent of the popu- 
lation centers in which a Catholic hospital is located 
are centers having a population of 10,000 or smaller. 
In these centers there are 63 hospitals in which are 
found 4,257 beds and 344 bassinets, 17.5 per cent and 
22.2 per cent, respectively, of all of the beds and bas- 
sinets found in Canadian hospitals. 


7. Summary 

The number of Catholic hospitals for which com- 
plete data is available is 163 or 29 more than it was 
possible to present in that manner in 1930. The Cath- 
olic hospitals of Canada represent 18.2 per cent of the 
total number of hospitals in that country. 

The hospital facilities under Catholic jurisdiction 
in Canada represent 30.4 per cent of all hospital beds 
in Canada. Slightly more than 0.9 of all hospital facili- 
ties under the control of religious bodies may be found 
in Catholic institutions. The average size of the Cath- 
olic hospital in this country seems to have increased

from 142.4 beds to 163.7 beds. The average size, there- 
fore, is equivalent to 47 per cent above that of the 
average size of all the hospitals in Canada. Approx- 
imately 70 per cent of the Canadian Catholic hospitals 
have bed capacities of 125 or less while in 5 institu- 
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tions with bed capacities of 600 or more there may be 
found 8,143 beds or 32.5 per cent of the total number 
of beds under Catholic jurisdiction. The period of 
greatest development in Canadian hospital history was 
in the two decades 1910 to 1930, there being founded 
during this period 52 hospitals or 31.6 per cent of the 
total number of Catholic hospitals now extant. This 
movement received its first marked impetus beginning 
in 1880 and has continued its growth of this field 
rather consistently. Special mention must here be made 
of the two hospitals still extant which mark the hos- 
pital history of Canada, the Hotel Dieu du Precieux 
Sang de Quebec, established in 1637, and Hotel Dieu 
St. Joseph, Montreal, established in 1642. A third in- 
stitution, the General Hospital of Quebec, established 
in 1693, continues its usefulness in the welfare of its 
community chiefly in rendering institutional care 
rather than hospital care. 

Of the 129 population centers in which a Catholic 
hospital is located, 62 or 47.9 per cent are centers 
having a population of 10,000 or smaller. There are 63 
Catholic hospitals in these centers having a combined 
capacity of 4,257 beds and 344 bassinets, 17.5 per cent 
and 22.2 per cent respectively of all of the hospital 
facilities found in Canadian Catholic hospitals.

1. Hospital Facilities in Geographical Areas 
(a) Number of Hospital Beds per Population Units 
A QUESTION concerning which considerable curios- 
ity might well be aroused pertains to the number of 
hospital beds in our Catholic institutions per units of 
the Catholic population. We have attempted to compile 
figures upon this point and we present the results in 
Table XV. This table is so constructed that after pre- 
senting in column 2 the total Catholic population of 
Continental United States, in accordance with the 
statistics presented in the various editions of The 
Catholic Directory, as given in column 1, the 
number of beds in Catholic hospitals is given in 
column 4 for the dates of the Catholic Hospital Direc- 
tory as given in column 3. Column 5 gives the number 
of Catholic hospitals in the respective years as given

in column 3. The averages resulting from calculations 
of these figures are shown in column 6 in which the 
number of the Catholic population for each bed in a 
Catholic hospital is given; whereas column 7 gives the 
number of population for each hospital bed as given 
by the statistics of the American Medical Association , 
column 8 gives the number of beds in Catholic institu- 
tions for each 100,000 of the Catholic population of 
the United States and finally one figure is given in 
column 9 for the year 1934 which states the number 
of beds in all hospitals for each 100,000 of the gen- 
eral population. 

The Catholic population figures during the last five 
years as stated in The Catholic Directory have in- 
creased from 20,112,758 to 20,268,403, an increase of 
0.7 per cent. During the same period the total number 
of hospital beds has increased from 85,803 to 87,612, 
an increase of 1,809 beds, approximately 2 per cent. 
The number of hospital beds, therefore, has increased 
relatively about three times as much as the Catholic 
population increase. Our table furthermore suggests 
a comparison of the density of beds in Catholic hospi- 
tals with reference to the Catholic population whereas 
in 1930 there was available one bed for 234.3 of the 
Catholic population. The density of beds has so much 
increased by the end of 1933 that one bed was avail- 
able for every 231.3 of the Catholic population. This 
represents an increasing density of beds in Catholic 
hospitals with reference to the Catholic population of 
0.3 per cent. 

If the calculation is viewed from a different angle 
we note from column 8 that whereas at the end of 
1929 every 426.8 beds in Catholic institutions were 
available for each 100,000 of the general population, by 
the end of 1933 one bed was available for every 431.8 
of the general population. This again represents an in- 
crease of approximately 1.3 per cent. When the figures 
given in column 7 are compared with those given in 
column 6 we note that each bed in a Catholic institu- 
tion is available to twice as many persons in the Cath- 
olic population as are beds in all hospitals available 
to the general population. Lastly, the number of beds 
in Catholic institutions per 100,000 of the population 
as compared with the similar figure for the number of 
beds listed by the American Medical Association leads 
to the conclusion that the bed in the Catholic hospital 
is about twice as readily available as is a bed to the 
general population. 

(6). Distribution of Hospitals with Reference to Population 

Not the statistician only but every penetrating and 


thoughtful student of social phenomena is habitually 
and persistently interested in the relative importance 
of any social phenomena with respect to population. 
For this reason we are accustomed to think, for 
example, not so much of so many cases of typhoid or 
pneumonia or industrial accidents, but rather of so 
many cases of these various forms of illness with 
respect to units of population. Incidents of illness, of 
indigency, of illiteracy are quoted in terms of so many 
cases per thousand or hundred thousand or million of 
the population. This, of course, is as it should be, since 
population represents those for whom and through 
whom and by whom social events occur. 

For this reason studies which throw light upon the 
importance of the hospital with respect to the popula- 
tions of given areas or localities are always of com- 
manding interest to the hospital executive and to the 
student of hospital science. We wish here in this section 
to make a contribution to hospital statistics by offer- 
ing the results of a series of studies upon the distribu- 
tion of hospitals with reference to the population of 
the United States and more particularly with reference 
to the distribution of hospitals under different control 
with reference to the geographical areas usually ac- 
cepted in statistical studies. Since this is the first time 
that studies of this kind have been extensively 
attempted, and since it is certainly the first time that 
studies of this kind have been made with reference to 
the Catholic hospital, we expect that the base line 
which we hope here to establish may serve as a line 
of demarcation for future statistics which may be 
published under the auspices of the Catholic Hospital 
Association. 

Statistics exclusively on the Catholic hospital would 
have relatively little significance in giving us a true 
picture of the imnortance of this group of institutions 
to the population as a whole unless we premised our 
remarks on this point by reference to the relation of 
other hospitals to the population. For this reason we 
desire to touch upon the following points for each of 
which a separate table is presented: (1) The distribu- 
tion in geographical areas of government hospitals and 
beds with reference to the population. (2) The distribu- 
tion in geographical areas of non-government hospitals 
and beds. (3) The distribution of Catholic hospitals, 
beds and bassinets and Out-Patient Departments in 
geographical areas with reference to the general pop- 
ulation. (4) A comparison by geographical areas of 
population per bed per thousand of the population for

(1) The Distribution in Geographical Areas of Government 
Hospitals and Beds with Reference to Population 

In Table XVI A we are attempting to compare the 
distribution of government hospitals and beds with 
the population in various geographical areas. The geo- 
graphical areas as stated in the first column are those 
usually accepted in statistical studies. It will be seen 
that the Middle Atlantic States contain the greatest 
number of our population among the various areas 
studied and the Mountain States, the smallest number 
of our population, the other areas containing popula- 
tions between twenty-five and eight million. 

While our population totals are greatest for the 
Middle Atlantic States, the government hospitals are 
most numerous in the East North Central States; while 
the population is least numerous in the Mountain 
States, the government hospitals are least numerous 
in the East South Central States. In our tables, the 
areas are arranged by geographical location, beginning 
with the northeast section of the country and ending 
with the western section. The populations, however, are 
not distributed according to this order as a glance 
at Table XVI A will show. 

The number of beds in the government hospitals are 
most numerous in the Middle Atlantic States as one 
might expect from the population figures. They are 
least numerous in the Mountain States. It is obvious 
that neither the number of government hospitals nor 
the number of beds under government control follow 
rigorously the distribution of the population in these 
various areas. 

This fact is most strikingly brought out by the ratios

in the last two columns of Table XVI A. In the sec- 
ond last column we quote the results of calculating the 
number of the population per hospital bed. It will be 
seen that in the East South Central States, there are 
303 persons in the population for every bed under 
government control; in the West South Central States, 
286; in the South Atlantic States, 225 and that the 
number of hospital beds are most dense with reference 
to the population in the New England States in which 
there is one hospital bed under government control for 
every 136 of the population. A reciprocal calculation 
shows that for every thousand of the population there 
are in the New England States 7.3 beds under govern- 
ment control; in the Middle Atlantic States 6.7; in 
the Pacific States, 7.1 but that in the East South Cen- 
tral States there are only 3.2 beds per thousand of the 
population. 

(2) The Distribution of Geographical Areas of Non-Govern- 
ment Hospitals and Beds with Reference to Population 
Table XVI B presents essentially the same set of 

facts with reference to non-government hospitals. The 

first two columns of the first table are here repeated 
to facilitate more ready reference. In the third column 
we have tabulated the number of non-government hos- 
pitals in the various geographical areas; in the fourth 
column, the number of beds in those hospitals and the 
fifth and sixth column again give the population per 
bed in non-government hospitals and the number of 
beds per thousand of the population. The greatest 
number of non-government hospitals in the geographi- 
cal areas is found in the Middle Atlantic States; the 
second highest number in the East Atlantic States and 
the lowest number, in the East South Central States.

from an inspection of the table. The number of beds in 
Catholic institutions as compared with the number of 
beds in non-government institutions may be seen from 
column nine. The beds in Catholic hospitals represent 
37 per cent of all hospital beds in that area. However, 
the West North Central States are almost as sparsely 
supplied with Catholic hospital beds. The lowest per- 
centage of Catholic to non-government hospital beds is 
found in the South Atlantic States in which the Cath- 
olic hospital beds represent 13.1 per cent of the total 
hospital beds. A very significant fact emerges from a 
more careful perusal of these last two columns. It will 
be seen that for each of the nine areas here being 
studied the percentage of beds under Catholic control 
to the total number of hospital beds is in every case 
larger than the percentage of Catholic institutions to 
the total number of hospitals in those respective areas. 
This evidently means that in certain areas the highest 
difference between the percentage of beds and the per- 
centage of hospitals is found in the East South Central 
area — 16 per cent of the beds are found in only 4.9 
per cent of the hospitals. In the South Atlantic States 
13.1 per cent of the beds are found in 5.5 per cent 
of the hospitals. The greatest discrepancy in the per- 
centage of hospitals and percentage of hospital beds in 
the Catholic field is found in the Middle Atlantic 
States where the Catholic hospitals, comprising 18 per 
cent of the beds are found in 12.5 of the institutions. 


(4) A Comparison by Geographical Areas of Population per 
Bed and Bassinets per Thousand of the Population for 
Government Hospitals, Non-Government Hospitals 
and Catholic Hospitals 


Table XVI D is presented somewhat in the nature of 
a summary. The first two columns are the same as are 
presented in the preceding three tables. The rest of the 
table is divided into two sections, giving respectively 
the population per hospital bed and the number of beds 
per thousand of the population in each case for govern- 
ment, non-government and Catholic hospitals. The gen- 
eral relationships have already been pointed out. They 
are here reproduced to facilitate comparison and to 
emphasize such differences as the interested reader 
will readily discover. In the East South Central States 
the population per hospital bed is raised, in other 


words, the density of hospital beds under the three 
classifications which we are studying is least. In the 
Mountain States, the population for each hospital bed, 
government, non-government and Catholic is least. 
In other words in these states these beds are really, as 
far as numbers are concerned, most available to the 
population. A study of the second section of our table, 
the relationships are essentially the same but the ele- 
ment of the data is preferable for certain statistical 


purposes. 
(c) Distribution of Catholic Hospitals, Beds, and Bassinets in 


Various Provinces with Reference to Catholic Population 


A special study of the distribution of Catholic hos- 
pitals and beds with reference to Catholic population 
in the various dioceses and archdioceses of the country 
has at last been completed. The tabulations are so ex- 
tensive, however, that they could scarcely be included 
in the present survey. We desire, however, to sum- 
marize here not by dioceses and archdioceses but by 
provinces, the status of the Catholic hospital with 
reference to the Catholic population. Table XVII pre- 
sents the salient data. In the first column we have ar- 
ranged the provinces in alphabetical order. This 
column is self-explanatory except perhaps for the last 
line in which there are assembled such data as are nec- 
essary to harmonize the various totals of columns col- 
lected from many different sources. By means of this 
line, therefore, we feel that a reconciliation with other 
existing figures has been effected. In the second column 
we have summarized our data on the number of hos- 
pitals in the various provinces while in the third and 
fourth columns these totals have been broken down 
into separate figures for the general and the special 
hospitals. The number of bassinets in all of the hos- 
pitals of a stated province are given in column 6, the 
total Catholic population of the province in column 7, 
and column 8 finally states the conclusion with respect 
to each province, in a single figure, which gives the 
total of the Catholic population per bed in a Catholic 
hospital. 

A study of the table reveals a large number of inter- 
esting facts. The greatest number of our Catholic hos- 
pitals are located in the Province of Cincinnati which 
comprises eleven dioceses. The second largest number is

found in the Province of New York comprising 8 dio- 
ceses ; the third largest number is found in the Province 
of Chicago comprising 5 dioceses ; the lowest number is 
found in the Province of New Orleans, comprising 6 
dioceses and the lowest in the Province of Santa Fe 
comprising 3 dioceses. It is apparent furthermore from 
the table that in the Province of New York we find the 
largest number of Catholic special hospitals, the Prov- 
ince of Cincinnati being a rather distant second. In two 
of the provinces, in that of New Orleans and that of 
St. Paul, only one special hospital is found. 

In the number of general hospitals the Province of 
Cincinnati ranks highest (76 general hospitals), the 
Province of Chicago second (59 general hospitals) and 
the Province of New York third (55 general hospitals). 
The order of the provinces with reference to the 
number of beds available in Catholic institutions is 
different from the order of the provinces with reference 
to the number of Catholic hospitals. The largest 
number of beds under Catholic hospital control is 
greatest in the Province of New York, the second 
largest in the Province of Cincinnati, the third largest 
in the Province of Chicago and the lowest in the Prov- 
ince of New Orleans. For purposes of the completion of 
our data the number of bassinets is given in the 6th 
column though no effort has thus far been made to 
utilize these figures for distribution studies. The results 
of the computation seeking to establish a population- 
to-bed ratio are given in the last column as already 
said, but in order to supply the reader with all the re- 
quired factual bases with regard to the Catholic pop- 
ulation as taken from the official Catholic Directory of 
the year 1933 column 7 has been provided. In the last 
named column the order of greatest Catholic popula- 
tions by provinces is given by the following sequence: 
first, the Province of New York (4,451,157 Catholics) ; 
the Province of Boston (3,023,428) coming second and 
the Province of Cincinnati (2,375,368) coming third. Of 
the remaining provinces Philadelphia is the only one in

which the Catholic population exceeds two million. 
The significant relationships discovered through a 
study of the population-to-bed ratios may be found in 
column 8. According to the summaries in this column, 
707 Catholics living in the Province of Boston have 
available to them one bed in a Catholic institution, the 
corresponding totals for other provinces read as fol- 
lows: 390 of the Catholic population of the Province 
of Philadelphia have available one bed in a Catholic 
institution; 351 in the Province of New York; 309 in 
the Province of New Orleans, 270 in the Province of 
San Francisco and 207 in the Province of St. Paul. In 
these institutions, therefore, the number of hospital 
beds with reference to the Catholic population is low. 
In other provinces it is much higher as for example in 
the Province of Portland, Oregon, each 62 of the Cath- 
olic population have available one hospital bed; in the 
Province of Dubuque 113; in the Province of Balti- 
more 128; and in the Province of St. Louis there are 
135 of the Catholic population for each bed in a Cath- 
olic institution. 

Since in all of the Catholic hospitals there are 81,542 
beds and the Catholic population of all of the provinces 
taken together as given by the Catholic Directory is 
20,268,403, each 248 persons in the Catholic popula- 
tion have available one bed in a Catholic hospital. 
These calculations throw considerable light upon the 
adequacy of our Catholic hospitals for taking care of 
our Catholic population. According to the figures 
furnished by the American Medical Association 5.5 
per cent of the population of the United States were 
hospitalized during the year 1932. This means that 
every bed was occupied by a total of 16 patients each 
year. Since the average stay of all of these patients 
was 14 days, a figure found by separate calculation, the 
average occupancy of each hospital bed was 224 days 
during the year or 61.3 per cent. Paralleling these 
figures with our own for the Catholic hospitals we find 
that 1,114,762 Catholics were hospitalized during the 
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past year. If all of these Catholic patients had occupied 
the beds in a Catholic hospital there would have been 
15 patients for each bed. Taking the American Medical 
Association’s average stay of these patients these 15 
patients would have occupied each bed for a total of 
210 days which gives an average occupancy of 57.5 
per cent. A hospital bed may readily be occupied for 
80 to 85 per cent of the time without endangering the 
standards of efficiency, cleanliness, and medical and 
nursing service in the institution. It follows, therefore, 
that our occupancy might be increased by 27 to 32 per 
cent in total occupancy. This is equivalently stating 
that if all Catholics were to frequent Catholic hospitals 
as patients our Catholic institutions could take care of 
an additional one half to three quarters of a million 
patients without endangering their service standards. 
By another calculation arrived at through a separate 
study we find, however, that the number of non-Cath- 
olic patients in our Catholic hospitals is approximately 
49 per cent. Since independent occupancy studies in 
our Catholic hospitals yield approximately the same 
percentage as we arrived at in this calculation it would 
seem to follow that approximately 49 per cent of our 
Catholic patients are still frequenting the non-Catholic 
hospitals and that this number is just about equaled 
by the number of non-Catholics who enter Catholic 
hospitals. Since of the total number of hospital beds, 
1,014,354, the beds in private institutions number 334,- 
987, or approximately one third, the Catholic hospitals 
should contain in proportion to the population 15.9 per 
cent of this number. In other Words they should con- 
tain 53,263 beds. As a matter of fact the Catholic hos- 
pitals do contain 87,612 beds. In other words the Cath- 
olic hospitals are carrying an excess burden, as com- 
pared with the private hospital field, of 34,349 beds. 


2. Special Services 

Of the 649 Catholic hospitals in the United States at 
the end of the year 1933, 575, or 86.4 per cent, are gen- 
eral hospitals. In the entire hospital field of the United 
States, of the 6,562 hospitals, 4,305 or 66 per cent are 
general hospitals. Obviously our Catholic Sisterhoods 
conducting our hospitals have not specialized in the 
type of service rendered by their institutions to the 
same extent which we find in the general hospital field. 
In other words they have been more interested in gen- 
eral hospital service. The combined bed capacities of 
all the Catholic general hospitals amount to 74,088 
beds, 90.3 per cent of our total. 


(a) General Hospitals 

In the general hospital field, the general hospitals 
contain 395,543 or 40 per cent of the total hospital 
beds. The explanations for these wide differences are 
numerous. There are proportionately in the general 
hospital field many more hospitals devoted to special 
types of service and among these the hospitals for 
nervous and mental patients are for the most part 
large institutions in many cases having a bed capacity 
of several thousand. When the statistics for the present 
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year are compared with those of five years ago, the 
number of general hospitals as well as of beds in gen- 
eral hospitals both show increases and due to this and 
a reduction in the number of general hospitals in the 
entire hospital field, our proportionate representation 
in general hospital service is correspondingly increased. 
In Table XVIII these relationships are shown. 


(b) Maternity Hospitals 

In the entire hospital field in the United States, there 
are found 136 hospitals which limit their service to 
maternity cases. This is a surprisingly low percentage 
since it represents scarcely one fiftieth of all the hos- 
pitals. Of the total number of maternity hospitals, 23 
or 16 per cent are under Catholic control but these 
institutions represent 45 per cent of the bed capacities 
of the beds in all the maternity hospitals. It is some- 
what disappointing, however, to note that while the 
number of Catholic maternity hospitals represents 3.4 
per cent of all the Catholic hospitals, there is to be 
found in them a total of only 1,326 beds or 1.4 per cent 
of all Catholic hospital beds. The number of bassinets 
in the exclusively maternity hospitals is 4,696. Of this 
number, 1,138 are bassinets in Catholic maternity hos- 
pitals. This number is 9.7 per cent of all the bassinets 
available in Catholic institutions, that is, represents 24 
per cent of all the bassinets available in strictly mater- 
nity hospitals. In the face of existing social trends it is 
gratifying to note that our Catholic institutions are 
still carrying a relatively larger share of responsibility 
for maternity service than might be expected from 
them on the basis of their numerical representation 
and strength. The matter should, however, not be al- 
lowed to rest. There is need for more and more mater- 
nity service in the Catholic hospital field and every en- 
couragement should be given to organizing institutions 
which devote themselves exclusively to this very im- 
portant type of service. In Table XVIII these relation- 
ships are shown.

(c) Children’s Hospitals 

A disquieting situation, the meaning of which is not 
as yet evident to us, centers in the question of avail- 
ability of children’s hospitals. Five years ago we listed 
six institutions devoted exclusively to child care. This 
figure represented 9.2 per cent of all the children’s 
hospitals. This sudden and large drop demands some 
form of explanation which as yet we are unable to give. 
At the present time there are in the entire hospital 
field only 58 children’s hospitals. Our three institutions 
represent scarcely 5 per cent of the total children’s 
hospitals. The differences between our present statistics

and those of five years ago is explained to some extent 
at least’ by the fact that so many of the institutions 
have been taken out of the hospital classification and 
have been included in the classification of allied 
agencies. In Table XVIII these relationships are 


shown. 
(d) Hospitals for Nervous and Mental 


In the Catholic hospital field there are 17 institu- 
tions having a combined bed capacity of 2,857 and an 
average capacity of 167 beds which are devoted ex- 
clusively to the service of the nervous and mental pa- 
tient. These figures represent 2.7 per cent of all the 
nervous and mental hospitals in the country and 3.3 
per cent of all beds available in Catholic institutions. 

(e) Tuberculosis Beds 

In the Catholic hospital field there are 28 tubercu- 
losis hospitals. These institutions represent 5.4 per cent 
of all hospitals for the tuberculous patients in the 
country and 2.9 per cent of all the beds available in 
Catholic hospitals. 

It seems clear from the statistics presented in this 
paragraph and in the preceding ones that we have ac- 
quiesced in the nation-wide policy of entrusting pa- 
tients suffering from certain chronic conditions such as 
tuberculosis and nervous and mental diseases to the 
governmental agencies. While this is unquestionably 
dictated by expediency, it, nevertheless, raises the ques- 
tion whether or not additional effort should not be made 
to bring these chronic patients more effectively under 
Catholic auspices. It is true that the costs may be pro- 
hibitive but patients suffering from chronic conditions 
should make a specially strong appeal to the Catholic 
heart. In Table XVIII these relationships are shown. 

(f) Other Specialized Hospitals 

An inspection of Table XIX will show that other 
forms of specialized hospitals have been initiated in 
the Catholic field. No special comments need be made 
with reference to the content of this table. 


3. Religious Orders Controlling Hospitals 
A special study concerning the influence as measured 
by the numbers of hospitals, etc., of the various Reli- 


gious Orders of Sisters and Brothers in the Catholic 
hospital field is still in progress. Diligent inquiries have 
yielded a vast fund of information. The difficulties in 
present statistics and summaries in adequate fashion, 
however, are very great, arising as they do from the 
fact that the historical interdependence of hospitals 
upon one another and their relationships to various 
motherhouses, often imply considerable investigation 
into hospital history. In addition to this fact it is nec- 
essary at times to study the interrelationships of 
various interdependent orders or congregations as well 
as to keep in mind the diocesan or interdiocesan char- 
acter of the latter. TRere is reasonable hope that the 
study in question may be ready for publication in the 
course of the coming year. The question of the number 
of Sisters engaged in Catholic hospital activity is 
always one of considerable interest. This year’s inquiry 
form led to the conclusion that in the 649 Catholic 
hospitals in the United States, 11,682 Sisters are giving 
their services. Clearly this is by no means the entire 
personnel of these hospitals. The figures show, how- 
ever, that on an average, 18 Sisters are giving their 
services in each of the Catholic institutions. 


4. Hospital Approvals 
While it is true that the approval of an institution by 
an official agency is not necessarily an indication of

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superior or progressive standards of service, neverthe- 
less in the United States especially such official ap- 
proval is now looked upon with considerable satisfac- 
tion and the securing of such approval is usually the 
special aim of an institution. It is a matter of gratifi- 
cation to note that the Catholic hospitals have pro- 
gressively secured such recognition as is implied by 
official approval and this year again fortunately we 
may report an extremely satisfactory situation in this 
respect when our data for this year and five years ago 
are compared. 
(a) Approval by the American College of Surgeons 

Of all the hospitals in the United States, only 28.8 
per cent had secured the approval of the American 
College of Surgeons by the end of 1929. By the end of 
1933, 30.5 per cent had merited this distinction. Of the 
1,969 hospitals approved by the American College of 
Surgeons up to the end of 1929, 364 or 18.9 per cent 
were Catholic institutions, while at the end of 1933, of 
the 2,003 hospitals approved by the American College 
of Surgeons, 426 or 21.3 per cent are approved. While, 
therefore, there has been an increase of 1.7 per cent 
in the number of institutions of all institutions ap- 
proved by the American College of Surgeons, there has 
during the last five years been an increase of 2.4 per 
cent in the number of Catholic institutions securing 
this recognition. Within the Catholic field, 364 of the 
641 hospitals or 56.5 per cent were approved by the 
American College of Surgeons. This year that percent- 
age has increased to 65.4 per cent since 426 hospitals of 
the 649 Catholic ones have now reached the much 
coveted goal as an inspection of Table XX will readily 
show.

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(b) Approval of Internships by the American 
Medical Association 

Recently the institutions approved for intern ex- 
perience by the Council on Medical Education and 
Hospitals of the American Medical Association have 
assumed constantly increasing significance. By the end 
of 1929 only 613 hospitals out of a possible number 
of 6,925, 8.9 per cent had been approved for internship. 
By the end of 1933, 689 out of a possible total of 6,562 
or 10.5 per cent had secured this mark of distinction. 

The Catholic hospitals have not been remiss in their 
interest to secure the approval of their internships. In 
1929, 160 institutions of the total approved were Cath- 
olic institutions. This represents more than one fourth 
of all of those institutions which have secured this ap-

proval. One hundred and sixty institutions or 26.2 per 
cent had achieved this distinction. By the end of 1933 
considerable betterment was found; 689 institutions 
out of a total of 6,552 hospitals or 10.5 per cent have 
been approved for internships. Of this number 186 or 
27 per cent are Catholic institutions. 

While in the general field, therefore, the number of 
approved institutions has risen from 8.9 per cent to 
10.5 per cent, the percentage of approvals within the 
Catholic hospital field has increased from 26.2 per cent 
to 27 per cent. At the present time 28.6 per cent of all 
Catholic hospitals have been approved for internships, 
as is shown in Table XXI. 


(c) Approval of Residencies by the American 
Medical Association 

It is to be regretted that no noteworthy progress can 
be recorded in the approval of the number of residen- 
cies in our Catholic hospitals. While in 1930, 294 in- 
stitutions had received this recognition from the Coun- 
cil on Medical Education of the American Medical 
Association and of this number, 16 institutions (5.5 
per cent) were Catholic, a total of 367 institutions or 
5.6 per cent of the entire hospital field have received 
the approval of their residencies by the end of 1933 
but this number contains again only 16 Catholic hospi- 
tals. While 73 institutions were added to the total list 
of approvals, the number of Catholic institutions has 
remained the same and our percentage, therefore, is 
now considerably reduced, being 4.4 per cent of the 
total. Of the Catholic hospitals, only 2.5 per cent had 
received the approval of their residencies and this 
number remains practically constant at the present 
time. The data are shown in Table XXII. 
5. Educational Influence of the Catholic Hospital 

(a) Hospitals Affiliated with Schools of Medicine 

The place of the hospital in Medical Education has 
been so frequently commented upon that it will be 
unnecessary at this point to discuss at great length 
the value both to the school of medicine and to the 
hospital of a most intimate relationship between the 
two organizations. Through the development of such 
a relationship the hospital both gives and gains. The 
probabilities are that it gains more than it gives and 
this is true apparently in direct proportion to the 
extent that the relationship between the hospital and 
the school of medicine is intimate. It is true that a 
hospital by affiliating with a university school of medi- 
cine, sacrifices much, in some cases a great deal but 
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whatever its sacrifice, it is more than compensated for 
by the development of internal standards of excellence 
which enable the hospital to give not only a better serv- 
ice to the community but also to make all its activities 
count in many directions scientifically, educationally, 
socially and perhaps most of all in the direction of a 
more adequate medical attention to the patient. It is 
true that many of these statements can be challenged on 
the‘basis of existing conditions but this much seems 
certain that in those institutions in which a, hospital- 
school-of-medicine relationship has proved unsatis- 
factory, it has been largely because the real significance 
of that relationship has not been grasped by one side 
or the other. 

Forty-seven of our Catholic hospitals in the United 
States have stated that they are affiliated with schools 
of medicine. This total represents 7.0 per cent of the 
entire Catholic hospital field. About three fourths of 
these hospitals are affiliated with non-Catholic schools 
and one fourth with one of the five Catholic schools 
of medicine. In a few cases these affiliated institutions 
are real university hospitals; in others, the hospitals 
have entered into some form of relationship more or 
less intimate and have given to the schools of medicine 
a large variety of rights and privileges. This is hardly 
the place to attempt to evaluate the full significance 
of these relationships. It is highly likely that between 
one sixth and one fifth of the hospitals affiliated with 
schools of medicine are under Catholic control. 

(6) School of Nursing 

A detailed study of the relation between the Cath- 
olic hospital and the school of nursing will appear in 
the April number of Hosprrat Procress. Our purpose 
here is to summarize briefly the statistics included in 
our Directory concerning the number of hospitals 
which have attached to them a school of nursing. There 
are 384 of such institutions representing 59 per cent. 
More than one half of the hospitals, therefore, have a 
school of nursing attached to them. This percentage 
is decidedly greater than in the entire hospital field. 
Of the 6,562 hospitals registered in the list of the 
American Medical Association, only 1,934 or 29 per 
cent have schools of nursing attached to them. 

The present situation as compared to the one which 
we reported five years ago will bring considerable 
solace to those who believe that the number of our 
schools of nursing should be reduced. As is well known, 
TABLE XXIII.

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many attribute the alleged overcrowding of the nursing 
profession as due to the large number of the schools 
of nursing. Since the publication of our last survey, 
no fewer than 45 schools of nursing attached to Cath- 
olic hospitals are reported as closed. Our percentage, 
therefore, of hospitals having schools of nursing has 
been reduced from 66.9 per cent at the end of 1929 to 
the present percentage of 59. While this marks a 
greater percentage reduction in the Catholic field than 
in the general hospital field in which a reduction of 
only 2.7 per cent took place while our reduction repre- 
sents a reduction of 6.1 per cent, it, nevertheless, leaves 
untouched the larger preponderance of the Catholic 
hospital-school of nursing on the one hand as compared 
with the non-Catholic. 


(c) Summary 

Attention should again be called here as it will be 
called later on on the basis of more extensive data to 
the large teaching responsibility which is being today 
carried by our Nursing Sisterhoods. The Catholic 
Hospital Association during the last five years has 
labored strenuously to bring to the notice of the teach- 
ing Sisterhoods the great educational needs of the 
nursing Sisterhoods just as it has encouraged the latter 
to share more and more in the privileges and functions 
of the former. The development in many of our hospi- 
tals of strong educational and extensive educational 
programs is one of the outstanding phases of the last 
five years of the Catholic hospital activity. If any one 
phenomena deserves special mention more than an- 
other it is, unquestionably, the growing interest of the 
Nursing Sisterhoods in educational problems not only 
with reference to their own schools of nursing but also 
with reference to the general educational field. Table 
XXIII summarizes this topic. 


6. Departmental Organization in the Hospital 
(a) The Number of Physicians on Hospital Staffs 

The number of physicians who form the medical 
staffs of our institutions number approximately 44,000. 
These are distributed as follows: members of the resi- 
dent staff, 1,052; 871 of whom are interns and 181 are 
residents ; the regular staff members, 22,066 and mem- 
bers of Associate and Courtesy Staffs, 21,417. On the 
basis of these figures, approximately 44,000 physicians 
make some form of contact with our Catholic hospitals. 
This represents approximately one third to one fourth 
of the number of physicians in the United States. It is 
probable that these figures would be somewhat modi- 
fied if it were possible to eliminate all those who 
practice on the regular or courtesy staffs of more than 
one of our Catholic institutions. Nevertheless when it 
is borne in mind that there are only 100,000 physicians 
on organized hospital staffs in the United States, it 
is very gratifying to note the large percentage who are 
practicing in our Catholic institutions. This also makes 
us realize the large responsibility which the Catholic 
hospitals carry for the promotion of adequate medical 
practice through the activities of the hospital. 
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(b) Medical-Staff Organizations 


Some effort was made to ascertain the extent to 
which the program increasing departmentalization in 
hospitals concerning which subject much has been re- 
cently written, has grown in our institutions during the 
last few years. The extent of such organization may be 
estimated by a fairly reliable criteria; namely, the ap- 
pointment of definite medical officials as directors of 
departments in medicine, surgery, obstetrics, pedia- 
trics, etc. Even when the figures at the end of 1932 are 
compared with those at the end of 1933, considerable 
progress can be ascertained. In pediatrics, for example, 
231 hospitals, as compared with 201 a year ago, re- 
ported a definite organization in pediatrics. Similar 
gains, though somewhat smaller are reported in three 
major departments of medicine, surgery, and obste- 
trics. As compared with the situation five years ago, the 
gains are still more noteworthy. It may be fairly said 
that our institutions mark a definite trend toward 
formal medical departmental organization and that 
within a relatively short time all of the hospitals of 
sufficient size to affect such an organization will have 
achieved this much desired end of adequate depart- 
mental organization. 


(c) Out-Patient Service 

Significance attaches, particularly today, to the 
activities of the hospital’s out-patient department. This 
is due to the fact that it is largely through the services 
rendered by such a department that the special diffi- 
culties of the day are most effectively answered. It is 
to be regretted that we cannot submit here a complete 
study of the out-patient departments of our Catholic 
institutions. The number of out-patient departments 
has not apparently increased although in the general 
hospital field, the number has considerably increased. 
The explanation of this condition is not hard to see. 
It is likely that under economic stringency an institu- 
tion which found itself forced to retrench its activities 
would probably do so most readily by the elimination 
of an out-patient department. Just to what extent this 
factor is operative for controlling no one can fully say 
but it seems likely that in the face of general needs 
some such retrenchment has probably been common 
enough. During this period also the various govern- 
mental out-patient units have taken over so much of 
the care of the indigent that probably relatively few 
communities in which the Catholic hospital dropped 
its out-patient service were deprived of these much 
needed facilities. The mode of administration of the 
out-patient department differs considerably in the 
Catholic field. Thus 61 institutions report that both 
the physician and the Sister are serving as directors of 
such departments. Twenty-four of them have both a 
medical director and a lay director while 12 have 
physicians only as directors and 36, Sisters only as 
directors. It is to be regretted that our statistics will 
not enable us to give more accurately the number of 
patients who have visited the out-patient clinics. 
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(d) Other Hospital Departments 

Equally important with the departmentalization of 
the medical staff is unquestionably the program of 
departmentalization of the non-medical personnel. In 
this respect too the activities of the last year mark an 
improvement not merely over conditions existing at 
the end of 1929 but also over the conditions existing 
at the end of the last year. The most distinct gain has 
been made in the organization of the formal anaes- 
thesia service in which the increase has been one of 
almost 100 per cent. Marked gains also have been 
made in the departmentalization of the laboratory, the 
X-ray service, physical therapy, and occupational 
therapy. In 111 hospitals, the anaesthesia service is 
taken care of by a physician who may or may not 
have administrative responsibility for the anaesthesia 
technician. It is gratifying to note that in 157 hospitals, 
physical therapy seems to have been organized. Re- 
garding occupational therapy, while the number of 
organized separate departments is still low, being 11, 
it is quite likely that not all of the institutions have 
listed this particular department. 

In the field of dental service, we find a noteworthy 
increase in the number of institutions providing for 
such activity. Forty-two of the hospitals state that 
they have a director and assistants for the hospital 
dental service and 69, that they have a director of 
the dental service. In social service also a slight but 
significant increase has taken place. There are as many 
as 55 lay directors but there are also 14 Sister directors 
of such departments. 

Evidence also is accumulating that with respect to 
the pharmacy, the dietetics laboratory and the li- 
brarian have achieved noteworthy progress in the 
course of the last five years. 


TITLE XXIV. The Non-Medical Staff of the Average 
_Catholic Hospital Having a School of Nursing 
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7. The Hospital Staff 

An extremely interesting picture of the hospital 
personnel of our Catholic hospitals may be sketched 
from a summary of the averages of the different classes 
of personnel employed in the institution. We have al- 
ready seen in a previous section how many resident 
physicians, regular staff physicians, and courtesy staff 
physicians may be found in our Catholic hospitals. If 
the average staff membership of the various classes of 
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staff members is distributed over our entire number 
of hospitals and if furthermore the calculation is made 
for only those institutions in which we have informa- 
tion we might consider a completely typical form of 
organization such as exists. For example, in a hospital 
having a school of nursing we have determined certain 
averages. We find that the resident staff is composed 
of two physicians on an average; that the regular staff 
is composed of 31 physicians and the courtesy staff of 
30 physicians; that the average Catholic hospital is 
furthermore staffed by 18 Sisters, 8.8 of whom are 
registered nurses; that in each hospital there are an 
average 7.7 lay registered nurses, 42 student nurses 
and 2.2 technicians; that finally the non-professional 
personnel is composed of 12.8 men and 19.4 women. 
In other words in the average Catholic hospital there 
are 63 medical staff members and approximately 68 
nursing staff members and 32.2 members of the auxil- 
iary personnel. Furthermore since the average size of 
the Catholic hospital as pointed out previously is 152 
hospital beds and since the percentage of occupancy 
was such during the last year at least as to keep on 
an average 100 patients in each Catholic hospital, it 
is readily seen that the ratio of patients to personnel 
is roughly one to one if the medical members of the 
staff are omitted in the calculation and roughly one 
and two thirds personnel to one patient if the medical 
members of the staff are included. These calculations 
seem to reveal rather a satisfactory condition. Con- 
tinuing this mode of calculation we might point out 
further that the ratio of hospital Sisters to the patients 
is approximately one to five and one half; that the 
ratio of Sister registered nurses to the patients is 
approximately one to 11.4; that the ratio of lay regis- 
tered nurses to the patients is one to 12.9; that the 
ratio of student nurses to the patients is one to 2.2; 
that the ratio of the auxiliary personnel of men and of 
women to the patients is approximately one to 7.8 and 
one to 5.1 respectively and finally that the ratio of 
patients to physicians is one to 1.6. These ratios shown 
in Table XXIV represent daily ratios and not the 
number of patients who fall within the spheres of inter- 
est of the respective groups. What these figures mean 
in terms of annual averages can readily be estimated 
by multiplying these ratios by 33 which is the factor 
representing the annual possible number of “turnovers” 
of patients per bed. Thus for example, for each hospital 
Sister in our Catholic institutions 180 patients approxi- 
mately enter our Catholic hospitals. The responsibility, 
the magnitude which can thus be readily visualized, is 
such as must stimulate the highest possible devotion 
to the deepest causes represented by our institutions. 
Approximately, therefore, two and a quarter million 
patients enter our Catholic institutions each year. 


8. Educational Progress in the Hospital Personnel 
In these days when the countless educational prob- 


lems of the hospital personnel are so much to the front 
it would be highly interesting to attempt an evaluation 
of the educational status of the Sisters spending their 
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time in our Catholic institutions. Unfortunately we 
cannot claim complete reliability for the figures we are 
here presenting but such information as is available 
indicates that approximately 2,050 Sisters among the 
personnel of our hospitals are pursuing courses leading 
to a degree, approximately 3 Sisters to each hospital. 
Of this number approximately 1,400 are registered in 
Catholic colleges or universities. Approximately 1,300, 
some of whom are undoubtedly included in the first 
figure, are pursuing courses in various nursing special- 
ties and in this number again approximately one third 
are doing so in one of our Catholic institutions of 
higher learning. 
9. Hospitalization Plans 

The great interest which at the present time centers 
in hospitalization plans of various kinds made it 
desirable to assemble information on the existing 
conditions. Accordingly three sets of questions have 
recently been asked of our hospitals: (a) In your local- 
ity has any so-called hospitalization plan been 
adopted? To this question 324 hospitals replied “No,” 
36 replied “Yes” and 144 made no reply. To the ques- 
tion whether the plan has operated successfully in the 
community, only 10 hospitals replied “Yes’’ while 4 
definitely answered “No” and 22 did not commit them- 
selves. To the further question whether the particular 
hospital represented by the informant was a participant 
in such plans, 15 answered “Yes,” 18 “No,” and 3 
gave no reply. These totals obviously are too small 
to permit of any generalization. We offer them here 
only for the attention of those who might be especially 
interested in such group insurance plans. 

10. Community-Fund Organizations 

To the second question “Is there in your city a so- 
called community fund, etc.” we received 504 replies 
of which number 217 state “Yes,” 183 “No” and 104 
offered no reply. Of the 217 which answered “Yes,” 
4 gave no reply to the question whether a particular 
hospital represented by the informant received an allot- 
ment; 129 stated that they were receiving no allotment 
and only 84 stated that such an allotment was being 
received. Several of the replies state that the allotment 
is inadequate. Again these totals may not represent a 
fair cross section of our Catholic hospital field with 
respect to this question. Perhaps the attention of the 
hospital should be specially directed to the existing 
conditions so that each particular institution may not 
be overlooked in the allotment of funds by reason 
of the institution’s own inattention to the availability 
of such grants. 

11. The Outstanding Problem 

A special study should probably be devoted to a care- 
ful analysis of the replies to one section of our recent 
inquiry sheet. The matter is of such importance that 
it can hardly be adequately treated here. We refer to 
the remarkable set of answers received to the ques- 
tion: “What particular hospital problem do you think 
you have solved with marked success ?” More than two 
hundred answers were received from as many institu- 
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tions. The range of interest is extremely remarkable. 
Fully one eighth of the institutions claimed special 
success in the organization of the charity service. This 
result might have been expected in view of the impor- 
tance recently assumed by the hospital’s care of the 
indigent. Almost as many hospitals claimed special 
success in the recent organization of the maternity 
service and the surgical service. The care of unmarried 
mothers, it is obvious from the replies, forms the 
concern of quite a number of institutions as does also 
the care of children. The organization of out-patient 
service and of the dietary service is mentioned with 
approximately equal frequency. Apparently also quite 
a number of hospitals have become interested in 
specialized physical therapy, orthopedics, and emer- 
gency services. Interest persists in the progressive 
betterment of the diagnostic services of the institution. 
Organization problems and the development of staff 
conferences especially with reference to the medical 
staff are mentioned with fair frequency. A few of the 
hospitals comment upon the development of a home- 
like atmosphere. Special nursing services in medicine, 
nervous and mental cases, communicable diseases, the 
care of incurables, and gynecology were mentioned. 
The development of an industrial hospital service, of 
medical social work, of satisfactory public relations 
were mentioned several times. A wide range of prob- 
lems, stated by the informants to have been solved 
by the institutions which they represent, include such 
as the following: the development of cancer clinics; 
the increase of interest in clinical pathological confer- 
ences; instruction in anaesthesia, operating-room 
technique, psychopathic nursing, the care of chronics, 
the teaching of residents and interns; the development 
of diabetic services; emphasis upon sound medical 
ethics; the modernization of the institution; the ful- 
filling of a need for a negro hospital under Catholic 
auspices, and many other problems similar to and dis- 
similar from the above. It would make an interesting 
contribution to the history of the Catholic hospital in 
the United States if each one of these hospitals could 
be influenced to put its experience into writing so that 
the solution of these problems might be of assistance 
to other organizations and institutions. After all no 
two institutions will solve the same problem in exactly 
the same way yet the solution which one institution 
develops is of incalculable value to all other institu- 
tions confronted with the same or cognate problems. 
The research attitude in the face of the many difficul- 
ties which must have confronted our institutions dur- 
ing the last five years seems to have developed. The 
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fields of interest seem to have been broadened and there 
is considerable evidence in the replies that the confi- 
dence of the institution’s personnel to meet difficulties 
has been augmented. 


12. Summary 

In an effort to summarize the outstanding facts with 
regard to the various topics presented in this chapter 
the following conclusions seem to be indicated: 

The facilities of the Catholic hospitals are about 
twice as readily available as are the facilities of all 
hospitals in their relation to the general population. 

The various religious organizations responsible for 
Catholic hospital facilities have followed the same 
trend observed in the hospital field as a whole ; namely, 
the development of general hospital service and the 
entrusting of special services to governmental agencies. 

A special effort will be made to present historical 
sketches of the religious organizations responsible {or 
the development of Catholic hospital facilities in a 
separate study. 

The development in many of our Catholic hospitals 
of strong and extensive educational programs is one 
of the outstanding phases of the last five years of Cath- 
olic hospital activity. 

A large percentage of the physicians who are practic- 
ing medicine on the organized hospital staffs of all 
hospitals may be found listed on the medical staffs of 
our Catholic hospitals. 

It may be fairly stated that our Catholic hospitals 
mark a definite trend toward formal medical depart- 
mental organization in medical staff development as 
well as in the hospital’s internal departmental organ- 
ization. 

The responsibility of the average Sister member of 
the Catholic hospital staff is estimated to be five and 
one-half patients daily. 

Approximately one out of every seven Sisters en- 
gaged in hospital or nursing activity may be found 
pursuing higher educational courses. 

Evidence of the development of hospitalization plans 
is recorded but it is not possible to present conclusive 
summaries from this data. 

An attempt was made to determine the policies of 
community-fund organizations with reference to their 
relations to Catholic hospitals. 

The fields of interest reported under the topic, the 
outstanding problem solved, seem to have broadened 
and there is considerable evidence to indicate the in- 
stitution’s ability to meet and surmount extremely 
varied difficulties.

1. Hospital Facilities in Geographical Areas 
THE picture of the present status of the Catholic 
hospital in Canada which we are here about to sketch 
from statistical evidence is a testimony of the en- 
during faith, the persistent effort, and untiring de- 
votion of the Catholic Sisterhoods and of the Cath- 
olic population of Canada. It is difficult for one not 
acquainted with that vast country to appreciate the 
diversities of the environment within which the Cath- 
olic hospital is operated. On the one hand we find a city 
like Quebec with the oldest historical traditions on the 
continent and, on the other, a town like Aklavik in 
which scarcely any precedence exists to guide the hos- 
pital administrator or the members of the personnel 
in their ministrations of nursing. From the viewpoints 
of density, population, climatic conditions, cultural 
levels, and practically every other sociological feature, 
the hospitals of Canada seem to cut vertically through 
every social stratification and are planted in the out- 
posts of industry, of culture, of wealth, of education, 
each institution doing its own share in the building up 
of the national consciousness and religious convictions. 

(a) The Number of the Catholic Hospitals in Canada by 
Provinces with Reference to the General Population 
We have already presented the general statistics of 

the Canadian hospital. It remains in this place to touch 
upon the distributions by provinces of the Catholic in- 
stitutions for the care of the sick. Table XXV sum- 
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marizes our findings. We give in the first column of 
this table the headings for the names of the provinces; 
in the second, the number of the cities and towns with- 
in the Provinces in which Catholic hospitals are 
located ; in the third, the number of Catholic hospitals ; 
in the fourth, the number of beds in those hospitals ; 
in the fifth, the number of bassinets; in the sixth, the 
number of Out-Patient Departments; and then in 
Columns seven, eight, and nine, an attempt is made 
to correlate the density of hospitals and hospital beds 
with the population of the various provinces. The cal- 
culations yield the number of the population per bed in 
the Catholic institution as given in column eight and 
the number of beds in Catholic institutions per one 
thousand of the population in each of the provinces. 
Following the usual custom of presenting statistics for 
Canada, separate subtotals are given for the Mari- 
time Provinces as a group, for the Prairie Provinces, 
and for British Columbia, Yukon, and North West 
Territory. Newfoundland is treated as a separate poli- 
tical entity. 

We find that in Canada, at least, one Catholic hospital 
or more is found in 129 population centers in which, 
as has already been pointed out, a total of 163 Catholic 
hospitals are located. As might be expected, the largest 
number of population centers in any given province in 
which a Catholic hospital is found is in the Province 
of Quebec, there being 35 such centers in which 57 
Catholic hospitals are located. Next in order come the 
Province of Ontario with 25 cities and towns and 28 
Catholic hospitals; and the Province of Alberta with 
21 cities and towns and 23 Catholic hospitals. Only one 
population center with one Catholic hospital exists in 
the Prince Edward Island, in the Yukon, and in New- 
foundland. The number of beds in Catholic institutions 
parallels exactly the distribution of the Catholic hos- 
pitals within the provinces, the largest number of beds

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being found in Quebec where there are 15,573, the sec- 
ond largest number being in the Province of Ontario 
where there are 3,661 but the third largest number of 
hospital beds is not found in the Province of Alberta 
but rather in the Province of Manitoba in which there 
are 1,235 such beds, Alberta being close with only 8 
beds in Catholic institutions less than in the Province 
of Manitoba. 

The number of bassinets is greatest in the Province 
of Ontario where there are 437. In the Province of 
Quebec we find 342, and in the Province of Saskatche- 
wan, 141, Alberta being fourth in order with 119; 
British Columbia, fifth, with 113 and Manitoba, only 
sixth, with 105 bassinets. In the number of out-patient 
departments, the Province of Quebec again leads with 
21 such departments; Ontario is second, with 4 out- 
patient departments; Alberta being third, with three 
out-patient departments. 

To what extent these sequences represent population 
statistics may be gathered from an inspection of the 
seventh column of our table. The greatest population is 
found in the Province of Ontario, the second largest in 
the Province of Quebec, the difference being slightly in 
excess of one half a million. British Columbia has the 
third largest population. The hospital density with re- 
ference to the total population shows some pronounced 
divergencies with reference to the population in the 
different provinces. Surprising as it may seem, hospital 
density with reference to the population is really 
greatest in the Yukon where there is found one hos- 
pital bed for each 84 persons in the population. North- 
west Territory is found with one hospital bed for every 
96 persons in the population. The Province of Quebec 
is third with one bed in a Catholic hospital for every 
113 of the population. The least density by far of dis- 
tribution of beds in Catholic hospitals is found in the 
Province of British Columbia where there is only one 
bed in a Catholic hospital for 6,143 persons of the pop- 
ulation. Next in lowest density is Prince Edward Is- 
land where one bed in a Catholic institution for the 
care of the sick is found for 1,100 persons of the pop- 
ulation. For Manitoba there is one bed in a Catholic 
institution for approximately 600 persons in the pop- 
ulation and in New Brunswick and Nova Scotia, for 
approximately 900 persons in the population. 

For the purpose of studying more accurately the 
density of hospital beds, we may calculate the number 
of beds available for every thousand of the population 
in the various provinces. The results of such a calcula- 
tion are given in the last column of Table XXV. It 
will be noticed that in the Provinces of Manitoba, Al- 
berta, Ontario, Nova Scotia, and New Brunswick, the 
number of beds per thousand population is, in every 
case, one or somewhat in excess of one but not as high 
as two. In Prince Edward Island only 0.9 of one bed 
is available for one thousand of the population and in 
British Columbia only 0.1. In other words, there is only 
one Catholic hospital bed for every 10,000 of the pop- 
ulation. In Quebec there are 8.8 beds per thousand of 
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the population; in the Northwest Territory, 10.4 beds 
and in the Yukon, 11.6 beds. The condition in New- 
foundland where there is one Catholic hospital with 24 
beds yields a ratio of 0.02 per thousand of the popula- 
tion. This is equivalent to saying that there are two 
beds in every Catholic institution for every hundred 
thousand of the population. 

These statistics invite a comparison with the condi- 
tions existing in the United States. If the United States 
are divided, as is usually done for statistical purposes, 
into nine geographical areas, we find that in each one 
of these areas there is less than one bed per thousand 
of the population except in the Mountain States in 
which we find a maximum number of beds per thousand 
of the population and there only 1.1 bed. This is a 
marked contrast to the situation in Canada. The lower 
and upper limits of beds per thousand of the popula- 
tion in the various Provinces of Canada are respec- 
tively 0.1 in British Columbia and 11.6 in the Yukon 
whereas the corresponding limits for the geographical 
divisions of the United States are respectively 0.2 for 
the East South Central States and the South Atlantic 
States and 1.1 beds per thousand persons of the general 
population in the Mountain States. 

(6) The Number of the Catholic Hospitals in Canada with 
Reference to the Ecclesiastical Provinces and the 
Catholic Population 

More significant perhaps to the reader for the pur- 
poses of the Catholic Hospital Association are the sta- 
tistics pertaining to the distribution of the Catholic 
hospitals and beds with reference to the ecclesiastical 
provinces and the Catholic population. Accordingly we 
have reassembled our data in Table XXVI to show 
these very important and interesting relationships. The 
arrangement of the table is essentially the same as that 
of Table XXV. We have, however, added special 
columns which give the number of schools of nursing, 
the number of affiliations for schools of nursing, the 
number of Sisters engaged in hospital activities, and 
the number of Allied Agencies in the various ecclesias- 
tical provinces. These last four columns are added for 
the purpose of completeness and will not be, except for 
the columns of the number of Sisters, specially con- 
sidered in this discussion of the table. Of the various 
ecclesiastical provinces of Canada, there are in the 
Province of Edmonton and in the Province of Mon- 
treal each 27 Catholic hospitals. In the ecclesiastical 
province of Edmonton all of these hospitals are general 
hospitals. In the ecclesiastical Province of Montreal, 
however, 19 are general hospitals and 8 special hos- 
pitals. In the Province of Quebec there are 24 Catholic 
hospitals of which 18 are general and 6 special. In all 
the other ecclesiastical provinces the number of Cath- 
olic hospitals is smaller, the lowest number being found 
in the Archdiocese of Winnipeg where there are 4 Cath- 
olic hospitals — all of them general. 

The iargest number of beds in Catholic institutions 
is found in the ecclesiastical province of Montreal 
with the Province of Quebec in the second place, these

two ecclesiastical provinces having 8,757 and 6,435 
beds respectively. In the ecclesiastical province of Tor- 
onto, there are, in the 9 general hospitals, 1,710 hos- 
pital beds. In the other provinces, the numbers are all 
smaller. In the ecclesiastical provinces of Vancouver, 
St. Boniface, and Regina, the number of beds in Cath- 
olic hospitals are just short of one thousand but they 
are slightly in excess of one thousand in the ecclesias- 
tical provinces of Ottawa, Kingston, and Halifax while 
in Edmonton, 1,206 beds are found in the 27 Catholic 
general hospitals. In the archdiocese of Winnipeg there 
are 364 beds in the four Catholic hospitals. 

In the ecclesiastical province of Toronto there are 
225 bassinets and in the Province of Edmonton, 198, 
and in Montreal, 163. In all of the other ecclesiastical 
provinces the number of bassinets is lower than 150, 
the smallest number being found in the Archdiocese of 
Winnipeg with 56 and in the Province of St. Boniface 
with 61. 

After these summaries concerning the available 
hospital facilities, we may turn for a moment to the 
Catholic population in these various ecclesiastical prov- 
inces. The source of our information on this point is 
the Catholic Directory for 1933. The highest Catholic 
population is found in the ecclesiastical province of 
Montreal with 1,163,874 Catholics and in the Prov- 
ince of Quebec with 1,012,805 Catholics. Next in order 
come the ecclesiastical provinces of Edmonton, of Hali- 
fax, of Ottawa, of Toronto, of Kingston, etc., as may 
be seen from an inspection of Table XX VI. The Cath- 
olic population of the Ecclesiastical Province of St. 
Boniface is lowest. among the ecclesiastical provinces 
of Canada. The next two columns of our table present 
the ratios in which we are chiefly interested. For the 
whole of Canada, first of all, there is one bed in a Cath- 
olic institution for every 166 of the Catholic popula- 
tion. All the provinces of Canada with the exception 
of the ecclesiastical provinces of Edmonton, of Halifax, 
and of Ottawa, have densities of Catholic hospital beds 
greater than the general average for the whole of Can- 


ada, that is they have one bed in a Catholic hospital 
for a smaller number of the population than is shown 
by the average. The greatest density is found in the 
Province of Saint Boniface where there is one bed in 
a Catholic institution for every 58 of the population. 
Next in order comes Vancouver where there is one bed 
in a Catholic hospital for every 86 of the population. 
The density is almost the same in the three ecclesias- 
tical provinces of Kingston, Montreal, and Regina. The 
density is least in the ecclesiastical province of Ed- 
monton where there is one bed in a Catholic institu- 
tion for every 375 of the population. 

By calculating the reciprocal relationships, we find 
the following number of beds in Catholic institutions 
per 1,000 of the Catholic population in the ecclesias- 
tical provinces: In the province of St. Boniface, we 
find 17 beds per 1,000 of the Catholic population; in 
the province of Vancouver, we find 11.6 beds per 1,000 
of the Catholic population; in the province of Quebec 
and that of Toronto, we find 9.2 beds in Catholic insti- 
tutions per 1,000 of the Catholic population; in the 
archdiocese of Winnepeg, 9.1 beds; in the ecclesiastical 
province of Montreal, 7.5 and that of Regina, 7.3 beds; 
and in that of Kingston, 6.8 beds per 1,000 of the Cath- 
olic population. In the other provinces of Canada, the 
number of beds in Catholic institutions per 1,000 of 
the Catholic population is smaller in each case than the 
average of the whole of Canada which is 6.0 beds. The 
lowest number of such beds per 1,000 of the Catholic 
population is found in the province of Edmonton where 
there are only 2.6 beds per 1,000 of the Catholic pop- 
ulation. 

Comparing the number of the general population per 
bed in Catholic institutions in Canada with the same 
figure in the United States, we find that while there are 
in Canada 166 persons of the general population per 
bed in Catholic institutions, there are 248 persons in 
the United States for each bed in the Catholic insti- 
tution. The relative density of the beds in Catholic in- 
stitutions with respect to the Catholic population is, 
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therefore, 33 per cent higher for Canada than for the 
United States. 
2. Special Services 

Seven (7) different types of institutions, with ref- 
erence to their service, are found among the Catholic 
hospitals of Canada. As might be expected, the gen- 
eral hospitals are far in excess of all other classes since 
in this group there are 142 of the 163 institutions; in 
this group, furthermore, there may be found by far 
the largest number of beds, 15,164 and 1,468 bassinets. 
Eighty-seven (87) per cent therefore, of all of the 
Catholic hospitals of Canada are general hospitals. 
There are only 4 hospitals for nervous and mental 
conditions, 7 specializing in tuberculosis, 2 pediatric 
hospitals, 2 isolation hospitals, 1 hospital for mental 
defectives, and 2 are “institutional” hospitals attached 
to institutions engaged chiefly in doing some other 
form of welfare work. The number of beds in the gen- 
eral hospitals equals 60 per cent of the total hospital 
beds under Catholic control. The nervous and mental 
hospitals having a bed capacity of 6,465 contain 21 per 
cent of the total bed capacity under Catholic control ; 
the tuberculosis hospitals, with 1,032 beds contain 4.2 
per cent of the beds under control; in the pediatric 
hospitals there are 500 beds with 40 bassinets; in the 
isolation hospitals 228 beds with 6 bassinets; in the 
hospital for mentally defective patients 810; and in 
the “institutional” hospitals, 700 beds. 

The classification by service here being used is dif- 
ferent in not a few details from the classification given 
in the most recent hospital statistics in a brochure 
entitled A Directory of the Hospitals in Canada pub- 
lished by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, compiled 
from the Seventh Census of Canada in 1931. This 
directory has been issued only recently. Thus far the 
correspondence of this hospital directory with our own 
has not been established. Enough, however, is known 
to convince us that the included statistics are in excel- 
lent harmony with those of the census study when one 
bears in mind that our statistics were assembled at 
the end of the year 1933 while those of the Canadian 
Bureau of Statistics were assembled at the end of the 
year 1931. It is not clear, for instance, whether the 
classification “general hospital” here being used really 
equals the sum of the “general public” and the “gen- 
eral private” hospitals as used in the census study in 


TABLE XXVII. Types of Service and Facilities in Catholic 
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Canada and other doubts may arise concerning the 
“maternity hospitals.” There is not one Catholic hospi- 
tal in Canada, according to our classification, which 
is exclusively devoted to maternity service. In Table 
XXVII these data are tabulated. 


3. Religious Orders Controlling Hospitals 

The statistics concerning the Religious Orders of 
Sisters who control or operate the Catholic hospitals 
of Canada, are extensive and involved. The Central 
Office of the Catholic Hospital Association has been 
engaged for two years in clarifying the large mass of 
data which has been accumulating. A separate study 
on this question will be soon forthcoming, we hope, and 
for this reason, the presentation of this particular topic 
is here deferred. 


4. Hospital Approvals 
(a) Approval by the American College of Surgeons 

The much-coveted approval of the American College 
of Surgeons has been merited by 57 of the 162 Cath- 
olic hospitals of Canada, 35.5 per cent of the total. 
One hundred and fifty-five (155) of the 893 hospitals 
of Canada have received the approval of the American 
College of Surgeons and of this number, the Catholic 
hospitals receiving its approval are 36.8 per cent. The 
percentage of the Catholic approved hospitals to the 
total number of Catholic hospitals shows a slight 
decline when the percentage of approval of five years 
ago is compared with the present percentage of 
approved hospitals. In reality there have been added 
to the approved list during the last five years a total 
of 8 Catholic hospitals. By reason of the increase in 
the number of institutions however, which are included 
in our present statistics, the percentage of approved 
Catholic hospitals within the Catholic group is slightly 
lower, 35.8 per cent of the Catholic hospitals in 1930 
as compared with 35.5 per cent of the Catholic hospi- 
tals at the end of 1933. Not included in these statistics 
are 8 institutions which have merited the conditional 
approval of the American College of Surgeons, approxi- 
mately 5 per cent. If these 8 hospitals conditionally 
approved were added, the percentage of Catholic hospi- 
tals approved by the College would show an increase 
and would be 40.5 per cent or an increase of 4.7 per 
cent, shown in Table XXVIII.

(b) Approval of Internships by the Canadian Medical 
Association 

The function of approving internships in Canadian 
hospitals has recently been undertaken by the Can- 
adian Medical Association which published its first 
list of hospitals thus approved in 1932. At the present 
time 29 of all the hospitals of Canada are approved 
for internships and 16 have been recommended for 
such approval giving a total of 45 hospitals or approxi- 
mately 5 per cent of all hospitals. Of the 45 hospitals 
fully approved for internships, 12 are Catholic, 7 of 
them being already fully approved and 5 being recom- 
mended for such approval. The 12 hospitals approved 
or recommended, represent 26.6 per cent of all of the 
approved or recommended institutions but they repre- 
sent only 7.5 per cent of all Catholic hospitals. Table 
XXIX indicates these data. 


5. Educational Activity of the Catholic Hospitals 
The educational activity of the hospital forms today 


one of our most popular and important subjects for 
discussion. The two most common forms of activity 
are the activities growing out of the relations between 
the hospital and the school of medicine and secondly, 
the activities growing out of the relations of the hospi- 
tal and the school of nursing. 
(a) Hospitals Affiliated with Schools of Medicine 

Concerning the first of these activities, 20 of the 
Catholic hospitals of Canada, approximately 12% per 
cent are affiliated in some way with schools of medicine, 
which form part of the official Universities. 

(6) Hospitals Having Schools of Nursing 

Seventy-six (76) of the Catholic hospitals have 
schools of nursing attached to them. This represents 
46 per cent of all of the hospitals. It seems unnecessary 
here to present detailed statistics concerning our 
schools of Nursing since the Directory Number of 
Schools of Nursing of Hosprtat Procress to be pub- 
lished in April will present our findings upon this point. 

(c) Summary 

The hospital approvals of the American College of 
Surgeons, the internship approval of the Canadian 
Medical Association, and the other data with respect 
to the professional and educational activity of the 
Catholic hospital is summarized in Table XXX. 





6. Departmental Organization in the Hospitals 
(a) Medical Staff 
The organization of the staff and the form of that 
organization is perhaps one of the most significant

criteria of hospital excellence. The organization of the 
staff shows the hospital’s consciousness of the need of 
correlation of function, and of codperation on the part 
of the personnel. Any evidence, therefore, which might 
be assembled on the number of organized staffs in the 
Canadian hospitals must be regarded very valuable 
and as significant of the status of the Canadian institu- 
tions. While we make no pretense of completeness of 
data, it is still highly significant to note that no fewer 
than 53 hospitals indicated that there is a recognized 
chief of a division or department of surgery in those 
institutions; this is approximately one third. Thirty- 
eight hospitals state that they have recognized chiefs 
in internal medicine ; 47 in obstetrics ; and 40 in pedia- 
trics. We are able for the first time to make a well- 
documented estimate on the number of physicians 
practicing in the Catholic hospitals of Canada. Our 
replies this year yield the information that no fewer 
than 1,480 physicians are practicing on the regular 
staffs of 143 institutions; 500 physicians on the asso- 
ciate staffs; and 633 physicians on the courtesy staffs; 
this gives the gratifying total of 2,613 physicians, an 
average of 19 physicians per institution. 

The resident staff seems relatively larger than in the 
United States. Thirty-eight institutions report that 
they have a total of 209 interns; this is an average of 
5.5 interns per institution. Twenty-eight institutions 
also report that they have 71 residents, an average of 
2% residents per institution. If these figures can be 
regarded as typical, the average resident staff of the 
Canadian hospital is composed of 8 physicians and the 
visiting staff of 19 physicians. 

(b) Hospital Departments 

Departmental hospital organization is another one 
of the recognized criteria of hospital excellence. While 
it cannot be accepted as even approximately unfailing, 
nevertheless institutions in which there is at least rudi- 
mentary departmentalization cannot but be regarded 
as more aware of their various responsibilities than 
those in which the functioning of the personnel is left 
to chance or casual and rapidly changing personnel. 
For this reason again, whatever evidence may be ac- 
cumulated on a growth of such organization in hospi- 
tals is extremely valuable and suggestive. Our data 
upon such points are necessarily meager by reason of 
the inadequacy of replies. We, therefore, present them 
with reservations as to their reliability and com- 
pleteness. 
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Twenty-five of the hospitals or roughly one seventh, 
state that their laboratories are under an appointed 
Sister-director ; about the same number have a similar 
type of organization in their X-ray departments; one 
third of the institutions have placed their pharmacy 
under a Sister-pharmacist, many of them having 
degrees in their field. It is noteworthy that in Canada, 
departments of anaesthesia are staffed to a large extent 
by physicians, one fourth of the total institutions 
reporting a physician as chief anaesthetist; an addi- 
tional one tenth of the institutions have both a physi- 
cian and a registered nurse in charge of anaesthesia, 
and a smaller percentage, approximately 6% per cent, 
report a Sister as being in charge. Physical-therapy 
departments are not rare in Canada; one fourth of 
the Catholic hospitals report either a physician or 
a physician and technician in charge of such depart- 
ments. Occupational therapy is much less developed, 
there being only 5 members of the personnel reported 
in as many institutions. Dental service, on the other 
hand, seems to be more generally recognized as a hospi- 
tal department, since the total of 27 institutions or 
almost one fifth, report special appointees in charge 
of such hospital divisions. The departments of diete- 
tics, medical record, and hospital libraries, are pre- 
dominantly in charge of Sisters; 56 institutions report 
a Sister dietitian ; 49 a Sister medical-record librarian ; 
and 32 a Sister hospital librarian. The development of 
the hospital social-service department seems still to be 
lagging, only 10 institutions reporting such service, 5 
in charge of Sisters and 5 in charge of lay social work- 
ers. While 37 out-patient departments are reported in 
our Catholic institutions in Canada, information upon 
those in charge is available for only 28; of these 6 have 
a physician director, 13 have both a physician and a 
Sister, 2 a physician and a lay social worker, and 7 
Sisters only. 

As already said, these data are assumed to be quite 
incomplete. We report them here, however, for the first 
time so that again as in so many features of statistical 
studies, a base line may be established at as early a 
date as possible to serve as a point of departure for 
future studies. 


7. The Hospital Staff 
Such data as we have available gives us an oppor-

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tunity of presenting a personnel roster of the average 
Catholic Canadian hospital. We have already discussed 
the average medical personnel of the hospital show- 
ing that it is composed of approximately 18 physicians, 
5% interns, and 2% residents. There are known to be 
in addition, no fewer than 3,423 Sisters who are labor- 
ing in the 162 institutions, an average per institution 
of 21. Five lay registered nurses and one technician, 
seem to compose the average lay nursing personnel of 
the Catholic Canadian hospital and in addition, no 
fewer than 33.5 members of the non-professional per- 
sonnel, 11.7 men and 21.8 women assist in carrying 
out the functions of the institution. If to the total of 
the non-professional personnel, 99.5 individuals com- 
prising of Sisters, lay nurses and non-professional per- 
sons, is added the number of physicians, namely, 26, 
we are led to the conclusion that in the average 
Canadian hospital 125 persons are devoting their time 
to the care of the sick. These data are shown in Table 
XXXII. 
8. Educational Progress of the Hospital Personnel 
The importance of higher education for members of 
the hospital personnel has been stressed by so many 
diverse agencies and so frequently by the members 
and officers of the Catholic Hospital Association, that 
it is unnecessary any longer to point out the importance 
of progress in higher education of the Sisters and others 
composing our hospital personnel. It is extremely 
gratifying that in 30 institutions concerning which data 
upon this point are fully available there are 70 of the 
Sisters taking courses in higher education leading to 
a degree. In addition, 49 Sisters are pursuing courses 
in various specialties, 42 of them at Catholic univer- 
sities and 8 at non-Catholic universities. The indica- 
tions are that many more of the Sisters of our Canadian 
hospitals will in the course of time find opportunities 
for formal self-improvement. It must again be stated 
here that we claim no completeness for these state- 
ments. We offer them as points of information picked 
up casually in the study of our returned questionnaires. 
9. Hospitalization Plans 
Hospitalization plans have not proved acceptable 
to the administrators of our Catholic hospitals in 
Canada if reliance can be placed upon the very meager 
data at our disposal. Apparently, only 6 Catholic hospi- 
tals in as many communities have adopted a hospital- 
ization plan and all 6 report them as operating satis- 
factorily. 


10. Community-Fund Organization 
The community fund is regarded as an acceptable 


form of community activity looking toward the better- 
ment of hospitalization from the people at large. While 
it is true that in several sections of Canada, hospital 
subsidies are arranged for by legal enactment, there is 
apparently in addition, a need of supplementing gov- 
ernmental funds by voluntary contributions. Accord- 
ingly, not fewer than 13 hospitals report that a com- 
munity fund is in existence in the locality in which 
the hospital is located. While this seems a rather small 
total, the fact alone is quite significant.

1. Number of Allied Agencies 
AT the time when the Catholic Hospital Association 
published the first list of allied agencies in 1932, the 
hope was expressed that The Catholic Hospital Direc- 
tory might in the course of time develop into a com- 
plete directory of the health-caring agencies under 
Catholic auspices in the United States and Canada. 
Last year’s publication marked an appreciable increase 
in the number of agencies included over the number 
in the previous year. In 1932, a total of 119 agencies 
were tabulated ; in 1933, 228; and in the present Direc- 
tory, 283 are described. The increase, therefore, during 
three years in the number of entries in our Directory 
amounts to 164, an increase of more than 100 per cent. 
For the United States alone, the number of entries has 
increased from 64 in 1932 to 165 in 1933 and finally, to 
195 in 1934, an increase of more than 200 per cent. 
For Canada, the increase over the first list of 55 institu- 
tions to the present list of 82 institutions is approxi- 
mately 33 per cent as an inspection of Table XXXII 
will reveal.

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2. Bed Capacities 

The total bed capacity in these 283 institutions is 
14,291 beds; of these 5,984 are found in the United 
States, 67 in the possessions, and 8,240 in Canada. The 
number of replies in answer to an inquiry concerning 
the bed capacity was received from 100 institutions in 
the United States, from 2 in the possessions, and from 
59 in Canada, the data yields the information that the 
average bed capacity of the allied agencies is 59.84 per 
cent for the United States, 34 per cent for the posses- 
sions and 140 per cent for Canada and 88 per cent for 
the combined institutions in both countries. Eleven in- 
stitutions in the United States reported 202 bassinets, 
an average of 18 bassinets per institution; 15 institu- 
tions in Canada reported 1,182 bassinets, an average 
of 79 per institution. These figures are in sharp con- 
trast to those we presented last year for bed capacities 
of allied agencies. We feel however, that these statistics 
are more reliable than those previously presented. 


3. Types of Service 
In Table XXXIII we present our findings on the 
types of-service rendered by these allied agencies and 


TABLE XXXIII. Types of Service Maintained by Allied 
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on the number of institutions engaged in the various 
services. Under the head of “institutional service,” 
there are included schools of a special character and 
orphanages which report themselves as maintaining 
infirmaries large enough to be equivalently considered 
as hospitals. It has not always been obvious that an 
institution should be included in these classifications 
but it is known however, that at least an initial form 
of organization is maintained for the professional care 
of the sick and when the character of the parent in- 
stitution was known to be such as to require a more 
casual form of health service, the institution was in- 
cluded. Our tabulations will show 94 such institutions 
in the United States and 42 in Canada, or a total of 136 
which conform to the criteria just given. It is interest- 
ing to note that 40 organizations in the United States 
and 7 in Canada, are performing an indispensable 
service as visiting nurses. Thirteen (13) new organiza- 
tions in the United States have been added to this list 
as has also been one organization of visiting nurses in 
the possessions of the United States. We have had occa- 
sion to point out before that Sisters engaged in this 
work are performing a peculiarly and very important 
form of work, one which conforms to the rule and spirit 
of not a few of the Sisterhoods engaged exclusively or 
at least to a large extent, to health activities. 
Institutions for the care of convalescents and chronic 
invalids number 28 in the United States and 3 in 
Canada, according to the figures available to us. That 
such institutions fill a widely felt want is a fact too 
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obvious to require special discussion here. Almost every 
city, even though adequately supplied with hospital 
facilities, has felt the need of such homes. Child-caring 
agencies with a responsibility for children number 7 in 
the United States and 5 in Canada according to our 
statistics. It is highly likely, however, that our figures 
in this classification are less adequate than for some 
of the other divisions especially since institutions 
devoted to such a form of social service are not very 
apt to report themselves as health-caring agencies. The 
problem of the incurable is emphasized when one notes 
that we have data on only 7 of such institutions in the 
United States and 15 for Canada. It is likewise prob- 
able that the number of tuberculosis hospitals or 
sanitaria under Catholic control is considerably in 
excess of the number we are here reporting. In this 
tabulation, we have included only the smaller institu- 
tions since the larger organizations especially if they 
are giving institutional care to tuberculous patients, 
have been included in the general hospital directory. 

Organizations for the care of orthopedic cases are 
reported to number 5 in the United States and 1 in 
Canada. Again, it must be said that the larger institu- 
tions are included in the general hospital list. This 
form of hospital charity, however, needs re-stressing 
from time to time. The number of cancer caring in- 
stitutions as far as can be ascertained also number 5 
though no such organization is reported as existing 
in Canada. The number of maternity institutions not 
reported in the general list number 4 in the United 
States and 2 in Canada. It will be quite unnecessary 
to go into further details as those interested may 
find the significant data in the table which we are 
presenting. 

The large number of general hospitals listed for Can- 
ada as 19 are included in our list because they are not 
eligible for registration in the American Medical As- 
sociation lists by reason of their smallness of size. 

A scattering of institutions none of them in large 
numbers, devote themselves to the specialized care of 
certain groups of patients or perform some form of 
unique service. 
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No purpose would be served by repeating here what 
is tabulated in Table XX XIII. It might be interesting 
to note that in the Possessions, we find 3 institutions 
for the care of lepers and one of them in Canada. 

There is also one institution in the United States 
which devoted itself entirely to the care of blind chil- 
dren. 

One institution in Canada is devoted to the care of 
drug addicts and alcoholics and another to the care 
of epileptic patients. 


4. Administrative Aspects 


It seems unnecessary to publish a separate table 
upon the character of the administrative control of 
these various agencies. Some comments however, are 
suggested by our findings. Fifty-nine agencies in the 
United States and 23 in Canada are affiliated or are 
connected with another hospital. Fifty in the United 
States give care to women patients or clients only; 56 
in the United States and 31 in Canada seem to be en- 
tirely institutional infirmaries; 32 in the United States 
and 23 in Canada maintain a dispensary service inde- 
pendently of any particular hospital. 

The most diversified facilities seem to exist in these 
agencies. It is extremely gratifying to learn that 45 in 
the United States and 31 in Canada maintain separate 
medical records thus lending their own authority to the 
importance of so valuable a procedure. Nineteen in the 
United States and 27 in Canada maintain a laboratory 
service; 15 in the United States and 21 in Canada, an 
X-ray service; 39 in the United States and 34 in Can- 
ada, a pharmacy service. These data are shown in 
Table XXXIV.

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CONCLUSION 


FROM the evidence presented in the foregoing 
pages the following conclusions concerning the Cath- 
clic hospitals may be formulated : 

1. Since the end of 1929 there has been an increase 
of 8 hospitals in the total number of Catholic hospitals 
in the United States. At the previous date our hos- 
pitals represented 9.4 per cent; at the present time 
they represent 9.8 per cent of the total number of hos- 
pitals. 

2. Compared with the figures presented at the end 
cf 1929 the Catholic hospitals at that time represented 
12.7 per cent of the non-government hospital group 


and 60.7 per cent of the church-controlled hospital 
group. Today these percentages are respectively 13.6 
per cent and 64.8 per cent. 

3. There are-in the Catholic hospitals of the United 
States at the present time a total of 87,612 beds. This 
total represents 8.5 per cent of all hospital beds in the 
United States, 26.2 per cent of the beds in non-govern- 
ment hospitals and 74.5 per cent of the beds in church- 
controlled hospitals. Each of these percentages repre- 
sents a slight decline over the corresponding percent- 
ages five years ago, the differences being due largely 
to the more than 20 per cent increase in the number 
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of beds in the government hospitals. The increase in 
the number of beds in the Catholic hospitals is approx- 
imately 2,200. 

4. The average bed capacity of the Catholic hos- 
pital at the present time is 152.9 beds as contrasted 
with 149.9 beds three years ago. This is a bed capacity 
almost twice as large as that of the average bed capac- 
ity of the non-government hospitals, the latter, how- 
ever, have increased from an average bed capacity of 
71.7, five years ago to the present average bed capac- 
ity of 79.7. There are indications, however, that this 
increase does not represent a permanent trend. The 
Catholic hospitals have increased their bed capacities 
during the last five years at a slower rate than have 
any of the recognized groups. Whether this is indica- 
tive of an actual retardation in growth rate is too 
early to tell and will become apparent probably only 
by the time the next quinquennial survey is completed. 

5. In Canada and Newfoundland there is at the 
present time a total of 163 Catholic hospitals, this 
number being 18.2 per cent of all of the hospitals of 
Canada and Newfoundland. The Catholic Hospitals in 
Canada and Newfoundland have increased in number 
from 134, five years ago, to the present total. 

6. The total bed capacity of all hospital beds in 
Canada and Newfoundland is 87,743. In the Catholic 
hospitals there are 26,704 beds or 30.4 per cent of all 
beds. The total number of beds in the Catholic insti- 
tutions is 91.4 per cent of the beds in the church-con- 
trolled hospitals of Canada and Newfoundland al- 
though the number of Catholic hospitals represent only 
86.2 per cent of the hospitals under church control. 

7. The average bed capacity of all hospitals in 
Canada and Newfoundland is 98.2; of the Dominion 
Government hospitals 135.1; of the church-controlled 
hospitals 142.4 and of the Catholic hospitals 163.7. 
The average bed capacity therefore, of the Catholic 
hospital is the highest of the various hospital groups. 

8. Since the Catholic population of the United States 
is between 16 and 17 per cent of the total population 
the Catholic hospitals and beds in them are still only 
between one third and one half as numerous as is 
expected on the basis of the total population. Recog- 
nizing, however, that government hospitals are avail- 
able for all classes of population, a truer picture of the 
Catholic hospital situation is developed from the state- 
ment that the Catholic hospitals are only 3 per cent 
short of the population percentage and the number of 
beds in them is almost twice as great as the population 
percentage. 

9. The general population per Catholic hospital in 
various geographical areas varies between 4,490 in the 
East South Central States and 863 in the Mountain 
States. 

10. The number of beds in Catholic institutions per 
thousand of the general population varies between 1.1 
in the Mountain States and 0.2 in the East South 
Central and in the South Atlantic States. 
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11. Since the Catholic population of Canada and 
Newfoundland is 40 per cent of the total population 
the Catholic hospitals are approximately one half as 
numerous as is expected on the basis of the total popu- 
lation but the number of beds is fully three fourths as 
great as is expected on the same basis. The percentage 
of private institutions in Canada, as this term is 
applied in the United States, can not be readily deter- 
mined as other classifications are used. 

12. Accepting the Catholic population of the United 
States, according to The Catholic Directory of 1933, 
as being twenty and a quarter million, the number of 
the Catholic population per bed in a Catholic institu- 
tion varies considerably in the different ecclesiastical 
provinces of the United States. The greatest density 
of beds in Catholic institutions is found in the Prov- 
ince of Portland, Oregon, where there is one bed in a 
Catholic hospital for every 62 persons of the Catholic 
population and the density is least in the ecclesiastical 
Province of Boston where there is one bed in a Cath- 
olic hospital for every 707 of the Catholic population. 
The converse calculation shows that in the Province 
of Boston there are 1.3 beds in a Catholic hospital for 
every thousand of the Catholic population while in the 
Province of Portland, Oregon, there are 16.1 beds in 
Catholic institutions for every thousand of the Cath- 
olic population. 

13. In Canada the density of Catholic hospital 
beds is greater than in the United States. It varies 
considerably in the various ecclesiastical provinces. In 
the Province of Edmonton there is one bed for every 
375 of the Catholic population and in the Province of 
St. Boniface there is one bed in a Catholic hospital for 
every 58 of the Catholic population. Conversely, in the 
Province of Edmonton there are 2.6 beds in a Cath- 
olic hospital for every thousand of the Catholic popu- 
lation whereas in St. Boniface there are 17 beds in a 
Catholic hospital for every thousand of the Catholic 
population. 

14. The Catholic hospitals of the United States may 
be classified as general, maternity, children’s, nervous 
and mental, tuberculosis hospitals, etc. Our institu- 
tions represent 13.3 per cent of all general hospitals, 
16.9 per cent of all maternity hospitals, 5.1 per cent 
of the children’s hospitals, 2.7 per cent of the nervous 
and mental hospitals and 5.4 per cent of the tuber- 
culosis hospitals. The number of beds in these various 
institutions, however, shows that in the case of the first 
three classes our hospitals are larger, on an average, 
than the average of all hospitals in the same classifica- 
tions and, therefore, the percentages of bed capacities 
are larger than the percentages of hospitals. Our 
nervous and mental hospitals, however, and our tuber- 
culosis hospitals are smaller on an average than the 
average of similar non-Catholic institutions. Within 
the Catholic group in the United States the general 
hospitals represent 86.4 per cent of the total, the 
tuberculosis 4.2 per cent, the maternity 3.4 per cent 
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and the nervous and mental 2.5 per cent. The diver- 
gencies in the percentages of the hospitals in the va- 
rious classifications as compared with the percentages 
of beds in them are probably non-significant. 

15. In Canada the general hospitals represent 87 
per cent of all the Catholic hospitals. While there are 
4 nervous and mental hospitals, 7 tuberculosis, 2 
pediatric, 2 isolation, 1 mental defective, and 2 provide 
“institutional” service, the percentages of these to the 
total Catholic hospital field is very small. The number 
of beds in the general Catholic hospitals of Canada 
represents 60 per cent of the total Catholic hospital 
beds while the number of beds in the 4 nervous and 
mental institutions is one fourth of the total number 
of beds in the Catholic group. 

16. The Catholic hospitals in the United States 
approved by the American College of Surgeons repre- 
sent 30.5 per cent of all hospitals which have secured 
their approval. Within the Catholic approval 65.5 per 
cent of all Catholic hospitals have merited this dis- 
tinction. Close to 2 per cent of the Catholic hospitals 
of the United States have been approved for intern- 
ship during the last five years. More than one fourth 
of the hospitals approved for internships are now Cath- 
olic hospitals. Within the Catholic group 26.8 per cent 
of all of the hospitals are approved for internships. The 
approval of residences in our Catholic hospitals has 
lagged behind the other forms of approval. Only one 
fiftieth of our hospitals (2.4 per cent) have received 
such approval. One seventh of our hospitals (14.8 per 
cent) are so-called teaching hospitals and for the most 
part these are affiliated with schools of medicine. Of 
all the hospitals having schools of nursing attached to 
them one third (29 per cent) are Catholic. Of all the 
Catholic hospitals 59 per cent have schools of nursing 
associated with them, this percentage representing a 
loss of 6.1 per cent since 1929 due to the closing of a 
number of these schools. 

17. In Canada there has been an increase of 
approval by the American College of Surgeons by 2.7 
per cent since 1930, the present percentage of approval 
being 17.5 per cent of all hospitals in Canada thus 
approved. Within the Catholic hospital field slightly 
more than one third (35.5 per cent) are thus approved. 
The approval of internships has shown some lag. Only 
2.4 per cent of all hospitals approved for internships 
are Catholic hospitals while 3.1 per cent of those rec- 
ommended for approval are Catholic. Five per cent 
of all teaching hospitals in Canada are Catholic hos- 
pitals and of the Catholic hospitals 12 per cent of the 
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hospitals known as teaching hospitals have university 
affiliations. Approximately one half of the Catholic 
hospitals in Canada (46.6 per cent) have schools of 
nursing attached to them. This marks a decided de- 
crease of 8.6 per cent during the last five years. The 
Catholic hospitals of Canada having schools of nursing 
represent approximately one third of all the schools of 
nursing (29.6 per cent). 

18. On the basis of our statistics we have attempted 
to reconstruct the personnel of the average Catholic 
hospital both for the United States and Canada taking 
into consideration the resident and the visiting medi- 
cal staff, the nursing personnel and the non-profes- 
sional personnel. 

19. There are 210 out-patient departments attached 
to hospitals in the United States and 37 in Canada. 
Those in the United States are visited annually by 
810,000 patients a year who receive in excess of 2,000,- 
000 treatments. In Canada the out-patient departments 
are visited annually by 144,000 patients who receive 
approximately 400,000 treatments per year. 

20. Gratifying progress is reported in the number 
of Sisters who are preparing themselves by attendance 
at institutions of higher learning for their enlarged 
responsibilities. 

21. The notable lack of interest in hospitalization 
plans of the Catholic hospitals in the United States as 
well as in Canada is summarized. 

22. The extent of participation of Catholic hospitals 
in community-fund organizations both in the United 
States and Canada has been studied but thus far no 
satisfactory totals can be given. 

23. The special achievements of individual institu- 
tions in special fields for the five-year period are re- 
ported. 

24. The present directory lists for the United States 
a total of 283 Allied Agencies. For Canada 82 such 
institutions are listed. 

25. The total bed capacities of these agencies in the 
United States are 5,984 with 67 in the Possessions, and 
8,240 in Canada. These bed capacities must be in- 
creased if bassinets are also to be included. 

26. The types of service range from the care of con- 
valescent or chronic patients to home visiting and the 
list seems approximately the same for the United 
States and Canada. 

27. The controlling authority in about one fourth 
of the Allied Agencies in the United States is a Cath- 
olic hospital while in Canada such a relationship exists 
in somewhat more than one fourth of the agencies.

Content of the Present Hospital Directory 

It will be noted that in this number of Hosprtat 
Procress there are again published the accumulated 
data concerning hospitals and allied agencies only. In 
previous years we published also a directory of schools 
of nursing. Since the field of nursing education has 
assumed such predominant importance in the course 
of the last few years, it has been thought wise to 
separate the directory of the schools of nursing from 
that of the hospitals and to devote a special number 
of Hosprtat Procress, the April number, to the 
schools. This is being done in conformity with the 
decision of the Executive Board of the Catholic Hospi- 
tal Association. 

Arrangement of Directory 

In the arrangement of the directory, we have 
followed the scheme which has proved satisfactory in 
previous directories. The hospitals are listed by state, 
the states being arranged in alphabetical order and 
within each state the towns and cities are again sub- 
alphabetized. Under the towns, in turn, the various 
hospitals in a given locality, where there is more than 
one, are listed in their respective alphabetical order. 
The same arrangement has been followed for the 
provinces and other political divisions of Canada. 

Last year for the first time we published the dioceses 
in which the various hospitals are located. This feature 
has proved very helpful and it is repeated in the 
present directory, the abbreviations being those em- 
ployed in the various lists given in the Catholic 
Directory. ; 

Code letters to denote special features of the hospi- 
tal are again employed and are variously used. Im- 
mediately following the name of the institution are 
given the code letters pertaining to the rating of the 
hospital by other agencies and general information 
about the hospital. In the column entitled “Type of 
Service” are given the code letters which pertain to 
hospital departments.

Records Without the Aid of an Intern 


HAVING been requested to read a paper at the 
Prairie Provinces Conference of Catholic Hospitals, 
on “Records Without the Aid of an Intern,” I have 
reasons to fear that my ability for such a task has 
been greatly overestimated.* However, if you will bear 
with me, I will endeavor to give you the benefit of our 
experiences in Providence Hospital not in an expansive 
paper on the subject, but merely in a clear, practical 
report on how we conduct our record department. 
Our hospital is one of 120 beds, but has no resident 
staff. 

The first essential in this work is the selecting of a 
record librarian who is not only a registered nurse of 
high standing, but who has in no small degree, the 
qualities of tact, patience, and reasonable insistence ; 
tact that she may procure from the patient a concise 
but exhaustive history; patience that she may procure 
and maintain that codperation of the attending staff 
and the hospital personnel, without which record keep- 
ing would be an utter failure; insistence that she may 
succeed in obtaining complete laboratory, X-ray, and 
operating-room records as well while she prevails upon 
the individual members of the attending staff to 
furnish their portion of the patient’s history in order 
that the record in question may be complete. 

Following the admitting-office routine, the record 
librarian does not immediately present herself to the 
patient with the required questionnaire, but gives 
adequate time for the patient to familiarize himself 
with his new environment, and so ward off undue 
nervousness or overanxiety. There is a departure from 
this order, however, in the case of an emergency, in 
which circumstance the record librarian fills in the 
questionnaire at once. As all know the case records 
differ more or less according to the suggestions and 
counsels of the attending staff but as long as they meet 
the demands of standardization, these differences are 
of little importance. The record librarian attaches the 
case record, with a report of the symptoms, together 
with the provisional diagnosis given by the doctor, to 
the nurse’s notes at the desk. The necessary laboratory 
tests and X-ray films are taken, reports of which are 
attached to the case record. In an operative case, the 
record librarian takes dictation from the surgeon on 
the findings. The supervisor of the operating room is 
responsible for the report of the operation and all 
connected therewith, special emphasis being paid to 
the recording of removal of drainage and sutures. 

On the discharge of the patient, the floor supervisor 
carefully checks the chart in every detail and sends 
it to the record room for rechecking. In passing, I 
might say that the record librarian makes a daily 
inspection of the charts at the nurse’s desk in the 
respective wards to assure herself that the required 
routine is being conscientiously followed.

The chart is next arranged in order and placed in 
the attending doctor’s folio. At the earliest oppor- 
tunity, the doctor dictates the history of the case in 
question and reports in the history all the facts and 
procedures that might add to the scientific value of 
the records. At the same time, the doctor fills in the 
summary card, writing without fail the condition of 
the patient on discharge. The foregoing makes in real- 
ity a pen picture of the whole case. Fortunately, our 
record librarian has a running knowledge of stenog- 
raphy which duly equips her for the taking of the 
histories. These she strives to have, not only complete, 
but concise and in orderly sequence. As someone has 
remarked, “Prolixity is the curse of many records.” 

In our record room the histories are filed alphabet- 
ically as this facilitates matters, especially in looking 
up previous records. For our indexing we follow the 
nomenclature of the St. Joseph’s Sanatorium, Ann 
Arbor, Michigan, with which most of you are, no 
doubt, familiar. We find it simple, concise, and meet- 
ing every requirement. 

In the case of a patient being readmitted, a note 
is taken of any illnesses he may have had in the inter- 
val, as also of any deaths in the family with the cause 
thereof. 

Until very recently, our staff meetings took place 
monthly; now, they are bimonthly. For these the 
record librarian prepares, under the supervision of the 
president of the hospital staff, a report for discussion 
at the meeting. This report includes deaths, complica- 
tions, selected histories in which connection the X-ray 
films, if any, are on exhibit for rereading. 

A report on the procedure in the record department, 
would be incomplete were I to omit a few of the 
difficulties which inevitably present themselves to our 
librarian. For the encouragement of any who are 
struggling for efficiency in this department, let me say 
that the greatest difficulty we have found, is to succeed 
in procuring the physical findings from the attending 
doctor, within twenty-four hours. This, with the 
obtaining of the dictated histories, demands all the 
patience and “stick-to-it-iveness” that an ordinary in- 
dividual can summon. Another difficulty of paramount 
degree is to obtain the codperation of the hospital 
personnel so that none of the essentials be omitted 
or even carelessly charted. 

In conclusion, I would like to say, that our record 
department received the full approval of the represen- 
tative of the American College of Surgeons, on his last 
inspection. Pleased as we are with this report, we are 
not wholly satisfied with the routine as it is, and at 
present our librarian is doing everything possible to 
come ever so little nearer the acme of “An Ideal 
Record Room.” 
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A NEW MODERN HOSPITAL 


ST. LUKE HOSPITAL, Pasadena, California, erected by 
the Sisters of St. Joseph of Orange, California, in the foothills 
of the Sierra Madres, is a fine example of modernistic archi- 
tecture. The architect, Mr. Gene Verge of Los Angeles, spent 
a year in research work before designing St. Luke’s in modern 
American style. The building, occupying a twelve-acre site, 
rises five, and partly seven stories high, and is surmounted by 
a terra-cotta dome.

Provi- 
sion is made for emergency and out-patient treatment on the 
first floor. A roof and sun parlor are provided for sun treat- 
ments and for convalescents. There is a solarium at each end 
of the building on the second and third floors. 

The new hospital represents all that is modern — not only 
in construction, but also in equipment, organization, and 
service. Every diagnostic service is available to physician 
and patient, and every desirable type of accommodation. 
Commodious conference and staffrooms have been provided. 
Period furniture is used extensively throughout the building, 
particularly in the guest suites. 

Each department of the hospital is directly under the 
supervision of the Sisters, and all nursing is done by graduate 
nurses. The hospital is organized according to the requirements 
of the American College of Surgeons.

Catholic Nurses Expand Work of Hospital Visitatien 

The 25 graduate, registered nurses, members of Cleveland 
Chapter, National Catholic Federation of Nurses who at 
present comprise what is known as the “Hospital Visitation 
Committee” have been confronted by experiences well-nigh 
incredible. These seekers have discovered stern desolation, 
affliction, and misery in the hospital wards of their own city. 
No matter how full the day may have been for these nurses 
—no matter what their tasks or the suspense endured, night- 
fall finds them ardent and eager for this battle for souls, 
never faltering until the last recalcitrant has been ministered 
to and is perfectly and blissfully at peace. 

An idea of the usefulness of this Catholic Action, spon- 
sored by the National Council of Catholic Women of which 
the Federation is an affiliate, may be gained through con- 
templation of the activities during the recently ended quarter: 
Institutional visits, 78; Catholic literature distributed, 2,766 
pieces; Religious articles supplied, 494; Patients visited, 
3,293; patients induced to return to the Sacraments, 19; 
Religious problems disclosed and remedied, 29; Maternal 
assistance furnished, 3; Referred to St. Vincent DePaul 
Society, 1. 

At the inception of the movement, six months ago, visita- 
tions were limited to Cleveland City Hospital and Warrens- 
ville Tuberculosis Sanitarium, but later they were extended 
to Evangelical Deaconess Hospital and Mount Royal Sani- 
tarium. At the latter institution, it was found that 45 per 
cent of the patients were Catholic and three adults were 
found who wished instruction in the Faith. 

It may well be a source of satisfaction and encouragement 
to know that tidings of this work—so auspiciously begun 
but a few months ago with the blessing and prayers of Most 
Reverend Bishop Joseph Schrembs — have penetrated even 
to Dublin, Ireland, and have been rewarded with appropriate 
comment. 

Thus far, miscellaneous Catholic literature distributed has 
been procured through personal solicitation among friends 
and acquaintances of Visitants, but the increasing scope of 
the movement renders it impossible to supply the demand 
from sources so restricted. It is estimated that one year’s 
supply of much-needed Catholic literature — even at the cur- 
rent price of waste paper — will require at least $500. 

On January 24, a card party was held jointly sponsored by 
the Hospital Visitation Committees of the St. Vincent DePaul 
Society and the National Catholic Federation of Nurses, to 
accumulate a fund to defray the expenses of perpetuating 
the work. 

Sisters Buy Hospital 

The Parkston Hospital at Parkston, S. Dak., for many 
years owned and operated by Dr. J. L. Waldner, of Parkston, 
was recently sold to the Sisters of Sacred Heart Convent at 
Yankton, S. Dak. The. institution which has been closed for 
several years, will be reopened about August 1 under the 


management of the Sisters.

Attendance at and the presentation 
jof material before the meetings were to be purely voluntary. 
|The presentation of material was to be limited, however, to 
ithe staff and the associate staff. 

The object of these meetings was to be a presentation 
of the pertinent clinical data and laboratory findings, fol- 
lowed by a thorough consideration of the gross and micro- 
scopic pathologic anatomy available either in the form of 
lesions on the living or, preferably, as surgical specimens and 
‘necropsy material. The therapy, surgery, and clinical course 
of the patient were to be outlined. Comments would be 
expected from the staff member presenting the case, as well 
as from his fellows, and especially from the hospital patholo- 
gist who agreed to conduct the meetings. 

A brief résumé of the clinical and laboratory data, surgery 
jand other therapy, clinical course, and the pathologic anatomy 
\disclosed was to be prepared by the staff member presenting 
the case. This outline, which would never require more than 
one sheet of paper, would then be given to the hospital 
pathologist for his final comment and approval. With a sum- 
mary diagnosis at the top of each outline, the cases would 
be indexed and become available for future reference, as 
well as for the regular staff meeting which followed on the 
second Thursday of the following month. 

Three meetings have been held to date. For the convenience 
of those wishing to attend the meetings, the hospital has 
served a luncheon at noon. A few of the staff members have 
been late for the luncheon, but never for the conference. 
The conferences have been well attended, and enthusiastically 
supported. Some of the older staff members have volunteered 
the statement that the clinico-pathologic conference is the 
most interesting of all the hospital meetings. 


Fifty Years of Service 

In 1884, a small two-story brick structure marked the be- 
ginning of St. Francis Hospital at La Crosse, Wis. In 1934, a 
modern hospital building, occupying two square blocks, with 
accommodations for 315 patients, marked the ending of the 
first 50 years of the hospital’s service to the community. 

Owing to the restricted means of the Franciscan Sisters, 
who operate the institution, and who were directly responsible 
for its erection, the growth of the hospital was retarded the 
first few years of its existence. However, it was not long be- 
|fore the public began to appreciate the work of the Sisters, 
‘which necessitated the enlargement of the first structure in 
| 1886. Five years later, it was found necessary to further en- 
|large the institution by building what is known as the chapel 
|addition, and in 1896, still another addition was erected, 
which contained the surgical department. Succeeding years 
have seen the addition of several other units, including St. 
Camillus Hospital for contagious diseases in 1908, and the 
new south wing in 1916 which replaced the original two- 
story building of 1883. In 1922, the nurses’ quarters were 
transferred to a separate building near the hospital, the home 
formerly occupied by Bishop Schwebach. The latest addition, 
a new eight-story building, was opened in 1931. 

Since its foundation, the hospital has treated approxi- 
mately 200,000 patients, and during recent years has pur- 
chased radium, amounting to an expenditure of $6,067.14. 
Sister M. Antoinette Putz is the present superior, and there 
are between 80 and 90 Sisters on the staff.

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Hospital Council of Milwaukee 

The hospitals of the city of Milwaukee have organized the 
Hospital Council of Milwaukee, for the purpose of consider- 
ing matters of mutual interest, establishing codperation among 
the hospitals and other organizations, communicating correct 
information regarding hospitals, and assisting in the promotion 
of the health work of the community. All the hospitals of the 
city have joined the Council. A hospital of an accepted stand- 
ard may appoint three representatives on the Council; 
namely, the superintendent or director, a member of the 
medical staff, and a representative of the board of managers. 

The Council has a president, vice-president, and secretary- 
treasurer, all elected for one year. There is an executive com- 
mittee consisting of the president and secretary-treasurer and 
three others appointed by the president. The three appointed 


| must be a hospital superintendent, a member of a medical 


| 


staff, and a member of a governing board. 

A program committee of three members, appointed by the 
president, arranges programs for monthly meetings. The 
Council holds a meeting each month except during June, July, 
August, and September. 

Observe Anniversary 

On February 16, the Sisters of the Sorrowful Mother ob- 

served the fifty-first anniversary of the founding of their 


| order. The order was founded in Rome in 1883 by Amalia 


Francisca Streitel. In 1883, these Sisters came to the United 


| States and took charge of St. Francis Hospital, Wichita, Kans. 


Their second establishment in this country was St. Joseph’s 
Hospital, Marshfield, Wis. Sister Mary Wendelina is the 
present mother general. 


Hospital on Wheels 

The Canadian National Railways carries along its trans- 
continental line a hospital car, 79 feet long, with a four-bed 
ward, operating room, quarters for nurses, and complete 
hospital and clinical equipment. The car, which is staffed 
and operated by the Canadian Red Cross, is intended to serve 
outpost settlements between North Bay, Ontario, and the 
Manitoba boundary. 


Convalescent Home Reopened 

Father Dempsey’s Convalescent Home for Women and 
Girls at St. Louis, Mo., recently completed extensive im- 
provements, and admitted every convalescent who applied 
for admission. The home accommodates 23 patients, but only 
those who are waiting to go to a hospital or who are not yet 
able to resume work after leaving the hospital are admitted. 
A nominal sum is charged those patients who are able to pay, 
and those who have no money are taken free of charge. 


Alumnae Association Organized 
St. Joseph’s Hospital School of Nursing, Cornwall, Ont., 
Canada, which was opened February 1, 1929, organized an 
alumnae association on March 2, 1934. Miss Katharine Mc- 
Lellan, principal of the school of nursing, was elected 
honorary president, and Miss Isabel Mcdonell was chosen 
president. Sixteen members are enrolled in the organization. 


Philippine Social Service 

For several years, the Maryknoll Sisters, who conduct St. 
Paul’s Hospital, Manila, P. I., have been carrying on social- 
service work in the slum districts of the city, where they 
have found much disease and want. One day, the medical 
adviser to the Governor-General and the manager of the 
Manila Hotel accompanied the Sisters on their visits and 
were amazed at these conditions. These men have now en- 
listed the interest of Governor-General Frank Murphy and 
plans are being made for assisting the poor. Governor-Gen- 
eral Murphy recently held a party at his home for children 
of the Walled City, as the slum district is called, when they 
received treats which were hitherto unknown to them. 
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A Home Hygiene Course 

Under the auspices of the Catholic Women’s Union oi 
Quincy, Ill., a lecture course on home hygiene in the care 
of the sick is being conducted at St. Mary’s Hospital of that 
city, during the Lenten season. Over 200 members, many of 
them non-Catholics, who do not belong to the Union, have 
registered for the course. A similar course given last year 
proved exceedingly popular. The classes last about two hours 
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and are held twice a week. An admission fee of 50 cents is | 


charged, which is used for classroom equipment for the 
school of nursing. 


The lectures, under the direction of Dr. Warren Pearce, | 


president of the staff of St. Mary’s Hospital, are given by 
various members of the staff, and supplemented with dem- 
onstrations under the direction of Mary Anderson, R.N., 
director of nursing at St. Mary’s. The course includes in- 
struction in personal hygiene, prenatal care, care of the 
normal baby, preschool, and school child, simple procedures 
in the care of the sick in the home, common emergencies, 
preventive measures, and community health. Special emphasis 


is placed on health and healthful living. The course, in addi- | 
tion to instructing the individual, has proved an excellent | 


means of creating and sustaining an interest in the hospital. | 


First Anniversary Observed 
The Josephine Heitkamp Memorial Hospital, St. Louis, 
Mo., observed its first anniversary on February 4. Despite the 


fact that the institution was opened when economic condi- | 


tions were at their lowest ebb, it has continued to progress. 
During the first year of its existence, 659 patients were 
treated, 450 major operations were performed, and 81 chil- 


dren were born in the maternity department. When the | 


hospital opened, it accommodated 53 patients, but now that 
it has been necessary to utilize all available space, it is able 
to serve 65 patients. 

Perhaps the principal reason for its success is the personal 
service given by the Sisters, who conduct the hospital. It is 
believed that the hospital is the only institution of its kind 
which provides two Sisters in the delivery room of the mater- 
nity department, a feature which the public has greatly 
appreciated. 

On the staff are twelve Sisters, all graduate nurses from 
the Santa Rosa Hospital of San Antonio, Tex. There are 
three lay nurses in constant attendance, and one resident 


physician, Dr. John Henelley, who is always on hand for | 


emergencies. There are over 100 physicians on the staff. The 
hospital is in charge of Mother Mary Ascension, with Sister 


M. Austin, former superintendent of the old Missouri Pacific | 


Hospital, as assistant director.

Annual Business Meeting 


At an organization meeting held recently, the active and 
courtesy staff of Good Samaritan Hospital, Cincinnati, Ohio, 
elected officers for the year. Dr. B. W. Beatty was chosen 
president of the permanent staff. The annual financial report 
of the hospital was submitted, disclosing that the total income 
for 1933 was $107,903 and operating expenses, exclusive of 
depreciation, amounted to $173,460. An operating deficit of 
$65,557 existed at the end of the year, resulting partly from 
free service to city and county patients. 

There were 1,984 patients treated during 20,605 patient 


| days. Of these, 466 were nonpay patients, treated at a cost 
| of $24,310 to the institution. However, the Community Chest 


has accepted the hospital, and funds will be received this year 
to carry on this work. 


Report of Mission Dispensaries 
The Hospital Sisters of St. Francis, whose mother house 
are carrying on a tremendous work in 
the missions of China. They conduct four dispensaries, two 
of which were opened in 1925, and they were the first Amer- 
ican Sisters to found a modern hospital in China. In 1931, 
located at the foot of 
a huge mountain dedicated to the pagan gods. In 1933, they 
opened a dispensary in Chowtsun, located in the diocese under 


| the care of the Franciscan Fathers of the American Province 


of the Sacred Heart. The Sisters care for over 106,188 
dressings annually and make over 6,000 house visits. During 
the past year there was a total of 1,272 dressings, 109 
operations, and 223 injections. The work is financed through 
private donations. 

The annual report for 1933 for the four institutions is as 
follows: St. Joseph’s Dispensary, Tsinanfu, North Shantung, 
cared for 42,522 patients. There were 4,894 home visits and 
438 baptisms of children and 34 adult baptisms. 

St. Roche’s Dispensary, Tsinanfu, North Shantung, cared 


| for 41,861 patients and baptized 175 children and 2 adults. 


At St. Mary’s Dispensary in Shantung there were 19,809 


patients, home visits amounted to 1,045, and 219 children 
and 19 adults were baptized. 
At St. John’s Dispensary, Shantung, there were 120 


patients and 1 baptism. 


Two Retreats for Nurses 


Two retreats for graduate and student nurses were held 
during February at St. Joseph’s Hospital, Milwaukee, Wis.; 
the first February 21 to 25, and the second February 25 to 
March 1. Preceding the latter retreat, members of the junior 
class of nurses were solemnly received into the Sodality of 
Our Lady.

Dr. Kiefer, who was a native of 
Buffalo, received his medical education at the University of 
Buffalo Medical School. At the time of his death, he was | 
a member of the Erie County Medical Society, and, for a | 
number of years, was registrar of statistics in the Depart- 
ment of Health. 


Death of Eminent Surgeon 

Dr. Robert J. Shea, noted surgeon and diagnostician of 
New York City, on February 15, died suddenly from a severe 
attack of angina pectoris. He was 44 years old at the time | 
of his death. 

Dr. Shea, who was a Fellow of the American College of 
Surgeons, received his degree in medicine at the Cornell Uni- 
versity Medical School in 1914. Previous to his death, he 
was also a surgeon of the New York City Police Department | 
and attending physician at St. Vincent’s, St. Elizabeth’s, and 
St. Anne’s hospitals. Throughout his career, he had engaged 
in every phase of Catholic Action, and, because of his great 
charity in his services to the poor, he received the honor, but 
rarely given, of being affiliated with the Institute of the 
Brothers of the Christian Schools. 

Pioneer Woman Surgeon Dead 

Dr. Gertrude B. Kelly, pioneer woman surgeon, died on 
February 16 in New York City, following a long illness. She 
was 72 years old at the time of her death. She came to this 
country from Ireland in 1873. Dr. Kelly was a pioneer among 
women physicians in major abdominal surgery. From 1887 
to 1917, she directed a surgical clinic at the Infirmary for 
Women and Children at the Women’s Medical College of New 
York City, was an attending surgeon from 1896 to 1917, and 
thereafter a consultant in surgery. In 1889, she served as 
clinical professor of surgery. 

Dr. Kelly, a native of Ireland, was very active in the 
cause of Irish freedom. She organized the Irish White Cross, | 
which carried on relief work in Ireland, the recruiting of | 
nurses to go to Ireland, and the raising of funds to be 
distributed in Ireland under the direction of Eamon de | 
Valera. 





New Medical Dean 
Dr. P. C. Dagneau, well-known surgeon of Quebec, Canada, 
was recently appointed dean of the faculty of medicine of 
Laval University. He succeeds the late Dr. Arthur Rousseau. 
Dr. Dagneau has served as professor of clinical surgery at 
Laval and chief surgeon of the Hotel Dieu and later the St.
